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COMPILER’S PREFACE. 


I owe an apology to my readers for the delay in the publi- 
cation of this book, It was promised to be ready by last 
June, but various difficulties with which I had to contend 
have hindered the fulfilment of my promise. Sickness of 
one kind and another in the house has been my constant 
companion during the preparation of this book. The work 
could be done only during leisure hours, as I had other 
duties to attend to. Besides, the work grew in dimensions 
beyond my expectation. Ihave tried to collect information 
first hand, as far as I could, by appealing to Indian brethren ; 
where this source failed, I have repaired to the heads of 
Missions. 1 am thankful to say that my requests for 
information have been generally responded to willingly and 
promptly. Of the 5,981 letters I wrote, only a nominal 
number failed to elicit an answer. The Missionaries have 
been most obliging and prompt in answering them. Ihave 
consulted Mission Reports and other publications to verify 
the correctness of the information I received from other 
sources, In some places I have quoted from Dr. Murdoch’s 
**Sketches of Indian Christians.’ Sir W.W. Hunter’s 
Imperial Gazetteers have also been very useful to me in 
compiling this book. 


And now that my task is ended, I am conscious of 
many imperfections in this work,and shall only be too glad 
to be shown its defects and the way to remove them in 
subsequent editions. I hope that this little volume may 
prove of some use to the Indian Christian Community and 
all those who are interested in it and labouring for it in 
various ways. 


My thanks are due to F, S. Fairfield, Esq., Superintendent 
of the Bombay Education Society’s Press, for expediting 
the printing of the book, and in affording me many facili- 
ties in putting it through the press,

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WHAT is the influence of Christianity on India ? This isa 
question that has often been asked and has been answered in 
various ways. Even those who do not accept the Divine 
character of the religion of Christ do. not deny its power as a 
regenerator of society and the maker of a new civilization. 
We admit that the direct aim of Christian Missions is to 
evangelise the world, but, in estimating their influence, we 
should not lose sight of the secondary and indirect results, 
The religion of Christ has always had a social as well asa 
religious side to it, and we shall be misunderstanding 
the larger significance of missions if we accentuate the 
importance of one of these sides and ignore the other. 
The secondary and indirect results of Christianity on Indian 
society are many and varied ; and they have been borne testi- 
mony to even by those outside the pale of Christianity. The 
Indian Spectator, one of the leading Native journals of this 
country, commenting the other day on an address on Missions, 
delivered at Allahabad, by the Bishop of Calcutta, said: 
“The days are long past when the people of this country,, 
regarded the preaching of a foreign faith as a grievance... . 
Whether by virtue or by necessity, the Indian. people have 
acquiesced in the policy of a fair field for all faiths, and in 
the case of Christian Missions, they have even learnt to value 
them for the wholesome moral influence which they diffuse 
all around .... We absolutely subscribe to: Lord Lawrence’s. 
Opinion, that is ‘ notwithstanding all that the English people 
have done to benefit India, the missionaries have done more 
than all other agencies. combined,”” 


For our part we are of opinion that the secondary and 
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indirect results of Christianity, noteworthy as they are, are 
not in any way more significant than its direct result, which 
is to be found in the growth and development of the Indian 
Christian community. There can be no doubt of the fact that 
this community has risen from a low degree of numerical 
and social importance to a recognized position of conscious 
strength and influence. It hasbecome a power to be reckoned 
with in this great land. In one respect, no doubt, the progress 
of this community is a result of the general awakening to 
which New India as a wholeis subject. Our country is throb- 
bing, as it were, with new life. Great Britain has thrown 
open the floodgates of Western knowledge, and activity 
and progress are visible everywhere. Even the most con- 
servative sections of the Indian communities are being 
carried along the current of progress, but the changes that the 
Indian Christian community is undergoing cannot be wholly 
accounted for in this manner. The extraordinary progress 
of the community— progress not merely numerical, but also 
intellectual, moral, social, spiritual—has attracted the atten- 
tion of the Indian and British Press as well. Of course, the 
mere number of converts that Missions have produced 
is a very unsafe test of their vitality and progress, There 
can be no true ratio between Missionary expenditure or 
Missionary workin India and the number of conversions; and 
calculations based on such assumptions are fundamentally 
unsound. But even taking the test of statistics into account, 
the progress and extension of Christianity must be consider- 
ed not inconsiderable. We must remember, inthe first place, 
that systematic aggressive Christian work in India is of 
comparatively recent introduction. Previous to the year 1850 
there were very few Mission organizations at work in this 
land. In 1852 there were only 1,28,000 Native 
Christians in India, Burmah, and Ceylon. In 1862 the 
number was 213,182; ten years later it rose to 318, 363 ; 
and in 1878 there were as many as 460,000 Native Protes- 
tant Christians. In 1881 the number of Native Protestant 
Christians amounted to 528,590, Taking India alone the 
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Native Christian population (exclusive of Roman Catholics 
and Syrian Christians) increased by 53 per cent. between 
18s; and 1861. During the next decade the increase was 
61 per cent, When the census of 1891 was being taken, the 
London Zimes commented as follows on the position of the 
Native Christian community :— 


‘The Government of India does not concern itself with conver- 
sions, but its census officers had to ascertain the facts regarding the 
Native Christians exactly as they had to ascertain the facts with 
reference to any other class of the population, They scrutinised the 
firures supplied for earlier years with the help of those officially 
ascertained by the first General census of India in 1872, and com- 
pared the whole with the returns of the second Indian census in 188r. 
They found that the Native Christians in British India were increas- 
ing at a rate unknown among any other considerable section of the 
population, at arate more than four times higher than the population 
of India asa whole. It appeared also that this increase of the 
Native Christians was much greater than what may be termed the 
machinery for their supervision and control. While the number of 
Mission stations had increased only threefold between 1851 and 1881, 
the number of Native Protestant or Anglican Christians had multi- 
plied more than five-fold, and the number of Native communicants 
(the most closely-cared-for class) by nearly ten-folds during the nine 
years from the first General census of 1872 to the second in 1881 
(the enumerations by the Census officers alone being dealt 
with), it was found that the Native Christians in British India had 
increased by over 30 per cent., while the general population of 
British India had increased by less than 7 per cent. The figures 
were startling, but behind them were figures still more significant. 
The maximum of care and supervision over the Native Christian 
communities is unquestionably given by the vigorous and comparative- 
ly youthful Missionary bodies in the British Provinces ; it is given in 
a less degree among the more old-fashioned mixed Roman Catholic 
and Protestant Native Christians in the Native States ; it is given in a 
still smaller measure among the ancient Christian settlements of 
Portuguese in India, where the Christians form the ordinary peasantry 
rather than a specially cared for class. The rate of their numerical 
increase appeared to coincide with the degree of supervision or 
protection accorded. While in British India the Native Christians had 
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increased from 1872 to 1881 by 30°2 per cent., they had increased 
in the Native States by only Ii‘o per cent., and in Portuguese India 
by 7°4 per cent. Some of the most interesting questions to which the 
present census of 1891 must give definite answers are—as to whether 
this enormous increase of Native Christians is still maintained 
throughout India as a whole, and whether the same differences are 
Observable in the British, Native, and Portuguese territories. 
In short, whether the advantages of the Native Christians as a 
protected class still continue to tell as strongly on their increase, 
and whether they tell, as formerly, in proportion to the comparative 
degree of supervision and succour given to them in the then political 
divisions of India.” 

The census of 1891 bore out the expectations of the 
London Zimes, That census showed a Christian population 
in India of 2,284,172 which indicated an increase of 316,033 
in the Provinces, and 103,713 in the Native States, since the 
census of 1881, the total advance being 22°65 per cent., 
compared with a growth of only 13'1 per cent. on the entire 
population. 

The following table shows the progress of Protestant Mis-

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We often hear it said that Christianity has proved success- 
ful only among the very lowest classes of Indian society; that 
conversions take place only among famine remnants and 
aberiginal tribes and that the higher castes and classes have 
not in any way been affected by the leavening influence of 
the religion of Christ. We are not in the least justified in 
saying that the influence of Christianity on the higher castes 
of India has been insignificant simply because the extras 
ordinary success of Christian work among the lower castes 
and classes in India has overshadowed the former. Some 
of the brightest specimens of Native Christians—men re- 
cognized as leaders, not only among their own community, 
but also among educated Hindus in general—have been high 
caste converts to Christianity. One of the greatest original 
scholars modern India has produced, one who gained the 
confidence of the educated Bengalis to such an extent as to 
be elected President of the leading political association in. 
Bengal, was no other than the late Dr. K. M. Bannerjee, 
a Brahmin convert to Christianity. In Babu Kali Churn 
Bannerji, another Brahmin convert, the Bengal Presidency 
possesses a brilliant orator, and the Bengal Christian com- 
munity a most zealous and active worker for Christ. The 
late Rev. Dr. Nehemiah Goreh, whom Professor Max Miiller 
calls a ‘‘ real philosopher,”’ was yet another instance in point. 
In the various provinces we find converts to Christianity from 
the so-called higher classes of Hindu society on whom the 
Universities and Local Governments have thought it fit to con- 
fer some of their highest distinctions. We can multiply in- 
stances, but it would not do to attach undue value to the mere 
number and position of high-caste converts. We admit that 
those classes of the Indian population least influenced by the 
subtle, stereotyping influence of Hindu culture and Hindu 
religion have become most accessible to Christianity. But 
what is the result? It is these very classes despised, tram- 
pled down and looked upon as utterly incapable of improve- 
ment of any kind that now, with the enlightening influence 
of Christianity, compete successfully with the highest castes 
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and classes of Indian Society in every direction—morally, 
socially and intellectually. In our opinion, even if there had 
not been a single convert from the higher classes of Hindu 
society, the transformation which Christianity has wrought 
among the lower classes that it has won over to its fold, is 
a clear evidence of its unique triumph and Dhvine origin. 
This is what an orthodox Brahman gentleman wrote some 
time ago :— 

‘¢ Christian Missionaries have accomplished a work in this country 
which, to one who contemplates it in all its grandeur and in all its 
glory, appears the marvellous or miraculous effort of some angel of 
benevolence. The lower classes——those classes to whom the illumina- 
tion of the mind and spirit with which man is divinely endowed 
had, for ages, to their eternal dishonour, been denied by the native 
rulers of ancient India and the founders of Aryan civilization, or 
conceded, if at all, after a course of asceticism and _ self-torture 
impossible to most human beings—these classes have advanced by 
leaps and bounds and taken their position almost in the front ranks 
of Indian society.” 

Not only numerically has there been marked progress 
among Native Christians but also intellectually. One of the 
noblest aspects of missionary effort is the establishment and 
promotion of education, and in the matter of education the 
Native Christian community has made marked progress. 
The Protestant section of the community is, of course, a great 
dealin advance of the Roman Catholic section, but even 
taking the two classes together, the community as a whole 
has made rapid progress inthe matter of education. In point 
of higher university education the Native Christian community 
stands second only to the Brahman community, and in female 
education no other class of the Native population of India has 
made such rapid progress. In thiscommunity are to be found 
women who have won the highest academical distinc- 
tions of the Indian Universities, and among them are to be 
found cultured and accomplished ladies who would be valued 
as acquisitions in any cultivated and polished society of the 
West. It is chiefly from the ranks of Native Christians that 
Government has to recruit female doctors and female teachers. 
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Sir William Hunter, referring not long ago to the subject of 
female education in India, ata meeting of the National Indian 
Association in London, paid the following compliment to 
Indian Christian ladies :—‘“‘ The Missionaries have been the 
pioneers of all education in India—of education for the 
highest as for the lowest classes, and especially forthe women 
of India. The result is now becoming apparent. A genera- 
tion of educated Indian women, few in numbers at present, 
but full of promise for the future has grown up. You will 
find that almost all those educated women of India who have 
made their mark in our day were Native Christians, or were 
educated under Missionary influence. Take the list of those 
women of mark, take Toru Dutt, the distinguished poetess of 
Bengal, or Krupabai Satthianadhan, the novelist of Madras, 
whose works are so racy of the soil; or take the distinguished 
women whose memoirs form the subject of Mrs. 
Chapman’s most interesting book. Almost all, without 
exception, are the product of Missionary education.” 
What is more encauraging is that some of our most distin- 
guished women are spending their lives in service for others. 
There are a number of lady graduates and lady doctors in 
various parts of the country devoting themselves to teaching 
and other philanthropic work. We have simply to mention 
the names of Miss Chundra Mukhi Bose, M.A., Miss 
Chuckerbutty, M.A., Mrs. Sorabjee and others, in order to 
bring to mind the excellent work they are doing each in her 
own sphere. It is needless to make mention of Pundita 
Ramabai, for her notable services on behalf of Indian widows 
are well-known not only in India but in Great Britain 
and America as well. Christianity is undoubtedly bringing 
into existence a new type of womanhood in India, and the 
number of women of exceptional gifts and fragrant memory 
that the young Indian Christian community has already 
produced, is a striking proof of the ennobling and refining 
influence of the religion of Christ in the hearts of women 
and its manifest elevation of her personality and life. 


x INTRODUCTION. 


What about the moral condition of Indian Christians ? 
Weare familiar with the old sneer that Indian Christians 
have Jearnt the vices and few of the virtues of both races. 
There may have been some reason at the outset for the 
unfavourable reputation in which the Indian Christian was 
held in early days. Even now there are those who look 
down upon Indian Christians, and if must be admitted that 
indiscriminate baptisms have admitted into the fold men and 
women who sometimes bring discredit on the community, 
but taken all in all the present generation of Indian 
Christians has succeeded in winning from the public a most 
favourable verdict with regard to their moral status. What 
stronger testimony do we need than the following extract 
from the Pzoneer, a journal which has not always been a 
friend of Missions ? 

‘¢As the community has developed there can be no question that its 
aspirations in the direction of purity of life and morals have been to 
a large extent realized. Industry has developed among them, and 
the modern missionary is much less often the victim of the loafing 
rogue who is ever ready to barter his faith for a mess of pottage. 
With the establishment of the community on a self-supporting basis, 
which is in many places already secured, its progress in self-respect 
and conception of the duties of citizenship must continue to increase.” 

Equally encouraging is the testimony of the leading Anglo- 
Indian journals in South India. Ina leading article, after 
pointing out the advance made by Indian Christians in 
higher, primary, industrial and female education, the 
Madras Mail goes on to say:—‘ We have now shown that 
real and substantial progress has been made by Native 
Christians. A great future in this land is before this 
community. It is becoming an increasing power, and 
can afford to smile at the comtempt with which the old 
Conservative Hindu regards it. Owing to its intimate 
connection with the great churches of Western Christendom, 
a spirit of freedom and inquiry is fostered in its midst, and it 
is deeply imbued with a spirit of loyalty to the British 
Empire, of which it is proud to form a part.”

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Quite recently the Rev. F, Westcott, M.A., of the S. P. G. 
Mission, Cawnpore, anda son of the well-known English 
Prelate, issued a circular to employers of labour in various 
parts of the country, with a view to ascertain how far the 
adverse charge brought against the character of 
Indian Christian workmen is based upon real facts, and the 
results of his inquiry he has embodied in a _ carefully written 
paper. Mr, Westcott’s inquiries were confined to the North- 
West Provinces and Oudh, the Punjab and Bengal, and 
the conclusions that he comes to are worth noting, One 
of the commonest criticisms passed on Indian Christians is 
that they are drawn from the lowest classes. To this Mr. 
Westcott aptly replies as follows :— 


‘““Yhe reproach, in so far as such criticism is intended to 
convey reproach, that converts are drawn from the lowest 
caste, is no new one but as old as the time of our Lord, and 
the answer to itis the same now asthen. But surely an 
opinion such as this should suggest to critics that in com- 
paring Christians with non-Christians, they should be careful 
to compare them with those of like social position.” 


As regards the charge of inefficiency and laziness brought 
against Indian Christian workmen Mr. Westcott points out 
that they do not held good generally. The various trades 
are the monopoly of special castes and a boy of the caste is 
as soon almost as he can speak and walk, apprenticed to the 
trade for which he has inherited a natural aptitude and how 
can we expect a Christian, who usually adopts a trade ata 
much later period of life, and without the inherent skill 
begotten of ancestors following the same profession from 
time immemorial, to compete with such on equal terms? 
While admitting the truth cf this contention we must at 
the same time acknowledge the fact that Native Christians, 
as a class, have not as yet learned to appreciate the dignity 
of labour ; and, prompted by false ideas of gentility, they 
despise manual and mechanical labour of every kind. There 
are scores of men who are ashamed to work with their hands 
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but yet go about with subscription books virtually begging 
from door to door. The want of discrimination in the 
employment of mission agents does very great injury to 
the community. It is to be hoped that the various mission 
industrial schools scattered throughout the country will in 
time bring into existence a large number of qualified Indian 
Christian workmen in different departments of industry. 
But as, at present, there are few trained workmen, it is 
dangerous to make general statements. 


Moreover, as Mr. Westcott points out, the Christian, 
wherever he works, cannot fail to be a marked man, and as 
such his shortcomings will impress themselves more deeply 
on the mind of his employer. At the same time more than 
one employer writes that he has noticed a considerable 
improvement in this class of labourers in recent years. 

Europeans who come into contact only with the very worst 
specimens of the servant class are the least fit tojudge of the 
character of Indian Christians, and yet many an Anglo-Indian 
derives his opinion regarding Native Christian character 
from this source. Men with wider and better opportunities 
of judging of Indian Christians have given other testimonies. 
This is what Sir William Muir, formerly Lieutenant-Governor 
of the North-West Provinces, has said of the character of 
Native Christians :— 

‘“¢ Coming to the direct results of Christian Missions in India, I say 
that they are not to bedespised. Thousands have been brought over, 
and in an ever-increasing ratio converts are being brought over to 
Christianity, And they are not sham nor paper converts, as some 
would have us believe, but good and honest Christians, and many of 
them of a high standard.” 

The Duke of Buckingham, formerly Governor of Madras, 
is reported to have spoken as follows at a Missionary meet- 
ing in England :— 

“In justice to those natives who had adopted Christianity as their 
profession in India, he ought not to refrain from bearing his testi- 
mony to that which came more especially under the eyes of a 
Governor, v7z., their conduct in civil matters as well as their conduct 
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in religious matters. When they come to large masses of the people, 
whole villages which had adopted Christianity, then it was possible 
for those in authority to form some opinion as to whether the change 
of creed had conduced to the good conduct of the converts ; and he 
must not refrainfrom saying that the tendency of the change had 
been decidedly for good.” 

Here is yet another testimony from another Governor of a 
province, Sir Alexander Mackenzie, speaking at a 
Missionary gathering in England not long ago, said :— 


‘You will unfortunately hear many retired Anglo-Indians declare 
their absolute disbelief in mission work, and speak of Native Chris- 
tians with dislike and contempt. Now I have always found that 
those who thus decry the work of Missions in India, have carefully 
held aloof from all connection with it there, and have spent their 
service in complete ignorance of all that was going on in that field 
even at their very doors, while their knowledge of Native Christians 
was limited to casual intercourse with a few disreputable specimens 
of the domestic service type, and even their judgment was more 
often based upon prejudice than experience..... I have not only 
served in Bengal, the Central Provinces and Burma,—all those of 
which provinces, I have had the honour of administrating, but 
I have been on duty in Madras and the Punjab, and thus acquainted 
with mission work throughout the greater part of India. I have had 
native Christians serving under me in various higher respectable 
offices of the Government service. You will, therefore, admit that 
there is some value in the testimony which Iam prepared to bear, 
that there isno reason whatever for doubt or disparagement of 
mission work. On the contrary, the advance made during my time 
has been substantial and encouraging, and it is my firm belief that 
the day-spring cf still better things is very close at hand, while the 
simple faith and godly lives of many Native Christians might put all, 
or most of us certainly, to the blush.” 


With regard to the social condition of the Native Christian 
community there is much that is hopeful. It is toa great 
extent free from the social drawbacks under which the Hindu 
community labours. The Indian Christians have ceased to 
be restrained by tryrannical social customs and caste preju- 
dices. “It is the Gospel of Christ,” says the Rev. 
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T. E. Slater, a veteran Missionary, “‘ that has made them free 
»+». Lhe absence among them of that great social evil, the 
early marriage system, and the increasing number of intelli- 
gent wives and mothers, largely account for their present 
position. The simplicity of their religious and social life is 
one of theic greatest privileges. Unlike Hindus, whose 
religious existence is one series of expensive ceremonies, 
from birth to death, they have no burdensome rites to per- 
form and learn to practise economy in weddings and funerals. 
Hinduism drains the purse and exhausts the time and strength 
of its votaries. The mementa Hindu becomesa Christian he 
leaves the land of slavery and breathes the air of liberty. 
One has only to compare Christian with Hindu homes to be 
assured that it is the leaven of Christ’s religion that can alone 
quicken the inert mass of Hindu society.” 


Of course the Native Christian community, drawn as it is 
from all classes and castes at present, forms more or less 
an incoherent, heterozeneous mass, and social habits and 
customs among them have not crystallized into uniformity. 
Whilst there is a tendency, on the one hand, among acertain 
section, especially in Southern India, to favour purely 
Hindu customs, on the other hand, there is - another 
section that rush headlong in the direction of every thing 
English and Western ; and between these two sections there 
are other sections which favour partly Eastern and 
partly Western habits and customs. Such varieties we must 
expect at this stage of transition; and it would not be 
prudent io legislate in a hard and fast manner in regard to 
social matters for the community as a whole. The complaint 
has been made often that Indian Christians have become 
denationalised, and that the effect of Christianity is to convert 
the nativesinto ‘‘ middle class Englishmen.” Such criticisms 
are often in the mouth of Missionaries also. We do 
not think that this charge of denationalisation can be 
brought against the community asa whole. As we have 
already said, a certain small section has no doubt found its 
ideal in everything Western, but if by denationalisation is 
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meant being influenced by European modes of thought 
and even European modes of living, the charge must he 
brought against the people of India in general, for India 
as a whole has come under the solvent influence of Western 
civilization. This charge of denationalisation is very ably 
met by Professor Velinker, M.A., LL.B., of Bombay, who, 
however, inclines more to the Western ideal. He says :— 


‘We Indians are, as has been repeatedly said, in a period of 
transition. Wehave behind usa very old civilisation which had 
taken firm hold of the social fe of our people; and now we have 
been brought into contact with a completely new civilisation of such 
sweep and power that ina very few years it has sapped the very 
foundations of its predecessor. We have now to choose our ideals. 
Shall ours be the Eastern or the Western ideal of life ? It seems to 
me, as I have implied before, that the fiat has gone forth that our 
country shall march Westward. Let us not blindly kick against the 
pricks. We cannot long resist the majestic march of Western ideas, 
Is itnot much wiser, and therefore more truly patriotic, to enthusi- 
astically imbibe the thought and culture of the West ; to make the 
Western ideal of life and society our own ; and thus to help forward 
the advancing tide which is sweeping over the country? I admit 
that in our enthusiasm for things Western, we are in danger of 
imitating too much, and often in a way not quite suited to our needs 
and surroundings; but these excesses are incidental to a time of 
rapid change ; and they are certain, in course of time, to be dropped 
or modified till an adjustment is effected of these new conditions to 
our national modes of life and thought. Anyhow, much rather over- 
eager enthusiasm than stolid indifference or that disingenuous love 
for the old which affects admiration for morals, manners and institu- 
tions which belong to an altogether antiquated order of things and 
are therefore destined to perish.” 


And again he says :— 


«“ We often hear our own Eastern civilisation spoken of in terms 
of the most enthusiastic admiration, and we are not infrequently 
advised to acquaint ourselves with it, and not waste our strength in 
the ‘vain’ attempt to occidentalise the Orient. ‘The East will 
be East, and the West will be West,’ we are assured, and the two 
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ean never meet, Let us not be misled by any such talk. The East 
will be Kast undoubtedly ; we shall retain many of our oriental traits 
to the end ; but ¢rz/¢h is not different for the East and for the West, 
and our endeavour should be to seek and propagate fruth. If we 
consider Western knowledge to be good, if we consider Western 
ideas to be true, let us eagerly acquire them wherever they come 
from, Let us never be afraid of honest imitation, but let us seek 
after the best and highest in everything, and eagerly receive it into 
our minds and souls as we know it, They ‘zealously seek usin no 
good way’ who advise us to shut our minds to any knowledge 
simply because it is foreign. There is no such thing as ‘native ’ 
and ‘foreign’ where truth is concerned, for there is no nationality of 
truth. The wise patriot will, therefore, cast aside all ignorant 
prejudice and will endeavour to acquire and impart truth to his 
countrymen regardless of the source from which it comes. ‘More 
light’ were the last words of the great German poet Geethe, and 
they should be the motto of every true friend of his country.” 


It has also been said that Indian Christians sever them- 
selves from the old traditions and ties which bind them to 
the Hindu community. But such a separation is inevitable 
so long as the Christian convert is persecuted and is 
treated with contempt. In the eyes of a Hindu nothing is 
more degrading than one of his own kith and kin becoming 
a Christian. Underthese circumstances is it any wonder 
that the convert takes a dislike to everything Indian? But 
now that there is such a thing as a society of Indian Chris- 
tians, with a recognized status and position, the so-called 
denationalising tendency is not very conspicuous. 


If the tendency towards Anglicisation is to be guarded 
against, the other extreme tendency towards everything 
purely Hindu is equally, if not more, dangerous. The 
social customs of the Hindus have all more or less a_ spiritual 
basis. Take, for instance, the marriage ceremonies and 
customs. Every one of them has a religious significance. 
As a matter of fact, in that section of the Indian Christian 
community,—and this we are glad to say is a very small 
section, and is to be found chiefly in Southern India which

clings tenaciously to Hindu customs, is most under the 
dominance of the spirit of caste. In less significant matters, 
such as dress, mode of living, &c., there is not, of course, this 
danger, but these matters are not settled by any hard and 
fast regulations, but by conditions in which each individual is 
placed. 


The Indian Christian community has not got a past. This 
is,no doubt, in one respect, a source of weakness, but 
situated as it is, it is more easily drawn towards western than 
towards eastern ideals, but the social ideal which we must 
work out for the community must be something neither purely 
eastern nor purely western, but a happy blending of the 
best elements of both. 

Indian Chrsitians, as a whole, do not seem to be very 
keen on the subject of politics. Individual Indian Christians, 
such as the late Dr. K. M. Bannerjee, Babu Kalichhurn 
Bannerjee and-others, have taken an active part in politics, 
and their political work has been highly appreciated, not 
only by the community at large, but also by Government ; 
but the reason why the majority of Indian Christians keep 
aloof from ‘the political agitation of the day is their lurking 
suspicion that this agitation is not at bottom prompted by 
feelings of true loyalty. There can be no doubt, however, of 
the intense loyalty of Indian Christians. “It is a rare thing,” 
says a missionary critic, ‘to find a Native Caristian, however 
despicable he may be in some respects, disloyal, disaffected 
or opposed to British rule. When we consider the fact that 
at the time of the mutiny not one single instance could be 
found of an Indian Christian associating with the rebels, it 
speaks volumes for the loyalty of the Indian Christian 
community.” 

On the subject of politics, Professor Wellinkar, whom we 
have already quoted, gives some very sound advice to Indian 
Christians. 

‘*T do not agree with those who hold that Indian Christians should 
not involve themselves in politics. My conviction is that itis our 
duty as Christian mento touch the lives of our countrymen on as 
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many sides as we can, entering into every interest of our people and 
seeking by God’s help to elevate every department of their life and 
activity, even as our blessed Master identified himself with every 
detail of the life of the society in which He moved. We need to 
cultivate broad sympathies, lest our countrymen take us for men of 
narrow prejudices, and we thus miss the glorious opportunities which 
are ours at this time when our countrymen are standing, as it were, at 
the parting of the ways. And particularly as regards politics, if 
counsels of moderation, good feeling towards our rulers, and good 
citizenship, were ever needed, they are most needed at this time of 
angry and excited feelings. Hence the special need at the present 
time of ‘ Christianising’ politics, if the expression is permissible ; 
and hence the special call on our Christian countrymen not to 
neglect this department of activity which has such absorbing 
interest forso many of our educated men. It is a department in 
which we ought to make our influence felt, and Iconsider it my 
duty the more emphatically to urge its claims, as it appears to me 
that there is an unfortunate tendency among educated Christians in 
this and other parts of India to ignore these claims altogether. 
Let us realise our calling in this direction and endeavour to rise 
to its height. 


A word about the spiritual condition of Indian Christians. 
The writer, having had the inestimable privilege of personal 
contact and intercourse with the Christians of Europe and 
America, must admit that the standard of Christian life in 
India is not as high as it should be. But when it is borne in 
mind that England and other Western countries are old 
Christian countries, that the Christians there have been “ bask- 
ing for centuries under the sunshine of Christian faith,’? and 
that the people of this land have only recently been brought 
under Christian influence, our critics must be less censorious. 
Indian Christians have no doubt their faults and short- 
comings, but where Christianity has taken a real hold of the 
hearts and affections of the people of this land, it has not 
failed to effect a thorough transformation of character. Young 
as out community Is, it has produced a long roll of Indian 
Christians, men and women of ability and eminence who 
have honored their faith and exemplified a type of persona! 
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righteousness and moral strength, which is recognized 
as the fruit of Christianity. Need we mention names? 
Who does not know of Nilkantsastri Goreh, Krishna 
Mohun Banerjee, Ram Chandra Bose, Narayen Shesadri, and 
among those still in our midst of Dr. Imaad-ud-din, Rev. 
Dhanjibhai Naoroji, Pundita Ramabai, and others. And in 
the humbler spheres of life, there have been hundreds and 
hundreds who have testified in their lives to the transforming 
influence of Christianity. In the lives of these men and 
women we find a distinctly new type of individual character 
which bears powerful testimony to the renovating and 
uplifting influence of the religion of Christ. In this connec- 
tion the calm, sober testimony of the late Bishop Caldwell 
will not be out of place :— 


‘7 maintain that the Christians of our Indian. Missions have no 
need to shrink from comparison with Christians in a similar station 
in life, and similarly circumstanced in England or in any other part 
of the world. The style of character they exhibit is one which those 
who are well acquainted with them cannot but love. I think I do 
not exaggerate when I affirm that they appearto mein general 
more teachable and tractable, more considerate of the feelings of 
others and more respectful to superiors, more uniformly temperate, 
more patient and gentle, more trustful in providence, better church- 
goers, yet free from religious bigotry, and, in proportion to their 
means, more liberal than Christians in England holding a similar 
position in the social scale. I do not fora moment pretend that 
they are free from imperfections. On the contrary, living amongst 
them as I do frem day to day, I see their imperfections daily ; but I 
am bound to say that when | have gone away anywhere, and looked 
back upon the Christians of this country from a distance, when I 
have compared them with what I have seen and known of Christians 
in other countries, I find that their good qualities have left a deeper 
impression on my mind than their imperfections, I do not know 
any perfect Native Christian, and I may add that perfect English 
Christians, if they do exist, must be admitted to be exceedingly rare ; 
but this I see and know, that in both classes of Christians may be 
traced distinct marks and proofs of the Gospel—new sympathies and 
virtues and a new heaven-ward aim.” 
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The above brief review of the actual position of the Indian 
Christian community given above should fill us with thank- 
fulness for the progress we have made; but we should not 
allow this feeling of thankfulness to degenerate into one of 
self-complacency or vanity which will cripple our powers of 
usefulness. Our community is rapidly increasing in numbers 
both from within by the natural law of population and from 
without by accessions to the church. Our freedom from 
social evils, which hamper the Hindu community, our habits 
and the more elevated tone and life amongst us, our better 
education, the opportunities we have for freer and closer 
intercourse with European Christians, all these have given 
uS a unique position as a community in India. The London 
Times spoke of Native Christians as a “* protected class,” 
and this is true, for we are being cared for as no other 
community is. ‘‘The excellence of Mission Machinery is 
such that as soon as a Native Christian is by baptism’ 
brought under its beneficent contro! there is practically no 
end to his progress so long as he keeps himself in harmonious 
touch with one or another of its phases.” ‘ihe question is, 
are we alive to the rights and duties of our position ? Do we 
realize that we as acommunity with such unique privileges 
have a mission to fulfil? We fear that there isa tendency 
among Native Christians to profit by the civilization which 
Christianity brings in its train and rest content there, without 
realising their responsibilities as followers of Christ. Let us 
not by any means confound Christianity with civilization. 
Does it appear that civilization alone, with its intercourse 
and traffic, its arts and useful scheme, its town-crowding 
industry, its hurry and impatience of restraint, its intensity of 
individual will, its contempt of authority, its uncontrollable 
sway of masses ; its unlooked for upturns and reverses, its 
passionate pursuit of momentary advantages, and its appetite 
for such gratifications as may be snatched at in all haste ;— 
does it appear that civilization alone without the steadying, 
sanctifying influence of Christianity is likely much to promote 
the personal and home felicity of our rising community ? 
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It is as Indian Christians that we have a great mission to 
carry out in this country, It is the Indian Christian convert 
that is in a peculiarly favorable position to demonstrate to 
his countrymen, what a great and beneficial change Christ 
has wrought in him. If by his life and conversation he can 
make it clear that conversion does not mean merely a change 
in dress, in food, in language and style of living, but a 
radical change in life, a thorough readjustment in standards 
of judgments, in motives and conduct ; if he can show what 
he has gained in self-control, in self-reverence, in charity, in 
meekness, in power to help others; if, in a word, he shows to 
his kinsfolk that he is a changed man,—such a presentment 
of the practical aspects of Christianity would be more im- 
pressive than anything else. Great indeed is our respon- 
sibility as followers of the living God in this our Jand. We 
are called to be living Epistles known and read of all men. 
As we have said, we have much to be thankful for ; for 
Christianity has wrought miracles in our midst. It has 
lifted many of us from the mire of social degradation, it has 
enlightened us, liberated us from the trammels of superstition 
and custom, it has planted in us the instincts of a free and 
noble humanity. Our community is the pioneer in every 
social reform. We are experimenting, consciously or uncon- 
ciously, while our non-Christian brethren are talking. Let 
them come in and see what great things the Lord has done for 
us. Let them see that we have been baptised and consecrat- 
ed to the sacred duty of living lives such that men seeing us 
may glorify Him in whom we are hid. 


Our capacity for usefulness as a body of Indian Christians 
is greatly diminished because of the want of greater union 
among us, The Indian Christian community, recruited as 
it is from all castes and all grades of society, is no doubt 
composed of heterogeneous elements, but there is the bond 
of allegiance to a common Master which should obliterate all 
petty distinctions of caste and rank. It is this bond that 
should help to build up the Native Christians into one great 
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family, and draw them together far more powerfully than 
oneness of political aims and aspirations can ever hope 
todo. It is sad to note that the system of caste, which is 
opposed to the very idea of the brotherhood of man, finds 
favour with a few Christians specially in Southern India, 
and besides this we notice the cleavages brought about by 
social distinctions and worldly pasition. The leaders of the 
community should do their utmost to puta stop to these 
causes that prevent the realization of a common brotherhood, 
We think that the tone of the less-favoured sections of our 
community can be considerably raised, if the more advanced 
amongst us were a little more kindly affectioned one to 
another, a little more thoughtful about the welfare of others, 
a little more tolerant of a want of refinement which is more 
the effect of circumstances than an ingrained defect. Chris- 
tianity is on its trialin India. Many are watching to see 
how we are affected by itasacommunity. Let us resolve 
to lay at the foot of the cross of Him, who, though 
He was God, took upon Himself the form of a servant 
and made himself of no reputation, all our egotism, 
our self-conceit and social bigotry, and make an 
earnest effort to realize in the heart as well as in the outward 
life, our oneness in Christ. To us, resurrectionized Chris- 
tians and Christians whose citizenship is in heaven, there is 
now no Pariah or Brahmin, no ryot or Zemindar, but one 
new man. Let us build up ourselves into a strong, closely 
compacted, well-knit community, having something more 
than the name in common, and let us shew in our lives and 
character what a tremendous power for good our religion is. 
If each of usin his or her individual sphere will solemnly 
resolve to give a helping hand by doing faithfully whatever 
duty the hand finds to do, if we all work witha single eye 
to the common welfare and without thought for our indivi- 
dual advancement or profit, we can accomplish great things 
in thisland. Tbe coming into existence of a number of Indian 
Christian Associations in the various provinces within 
recent years is a happy sign of the times, These organiza- 
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ions afford the very best opportunities for concerted acts of 
benevolence. Some of them are, indeed, doing very usefu | 
work, and are a source of great help to the poorer members 
of the community. It is hoped that every city and town in 
our land which contains a large Christian population will 
have an organization of its own for the promotion of the 
welfare of the Indian Christian community. 


We do not think that Indian Christians have realized as 
yet fully the responsibility that rests on them with regard to 
the conversion of India. This work is still left to be done 
almost entirely by foreigners and paid agents of Missions. 
A great deal has been said of late about the position and 
status of Native Missionaries, but we fear from the discussions 
that have been carried on on the subject in the Christian 
Patriot and other papers, that the Native Ministry is 
looked upon as a profession just as the profession of law or 
medicine. We are constantly told that the reason why 
Indian Christian graduates do not join the Mission is 
because their position and salary are not what they should 
be ; but when it comes to consecrating oneself to the service 
of God should these trivial matters be made the subject of 
contention ? Just look at the spirit in which a European 
Missionary enters upon his sacred work. His one object is 
to consecrate himself as a free-will offering to His Master, 
all other considerations are made subordinate so long as he 
is able to carry out this object. The critical spirit has taken 
hold of Indian Christans, and we often hear them passing 
remarks about the so-called easy-going lives of Missionaries, 
but a moment’s consideration will clearly show, that 
compared with the sacrifices that European Missionaries 
have made for the sake of Christ, we Indian Christians have 
done hardly anything. We have no doubt examples of seif- 
sacrificing lives among Indian Christians, but is it not a fact 
that such lives are more the exceptions than the rule? How 
many have we like the Rev. W. N. Devadasan of Nagercoil, 
or the Rev. Harichandra Khisti of Bombay, or the Rev. 
‘Nehemiah Goreh of the Cowley Mission ? 
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It is but right that we should have a clear understanding 
of the principles on which salaries of Native Ministers 
should be regulated, and the following extract from a paper 
published by the Calcutta Missionary Conference in 1856, 
contains, we believe, the right view of the question; and we 
commend it most earnestly to the attention of the members 
of our community. 


“The leading principle on which missionaries to the heathen have 
all along been sustained by the various churches and missionary 
societies of Europe and America, is that of providing for the merely 
necessary wants of the brethren employed ; and, therefore, supplying 
them with only such an amount of pecuniary means as may enable 
them efficiently, without worldly anxiety or distraction of mind, to 
carry out the object in view, by entire consideration of their undivided 
energies to the promulgation of the truth asitisin Jesus. A mis- 
sionary’s salary is therefore neither wages nor adequate remuneration, 
in the ordinary secular significance of those terms, The connection 
of the missionary with a society or a church is not that of a master 
(in the worldly sense) who has a work of his own todo and a servant 
who is hired at the ordinary market price for doing it. Itis rather 
that of one benevolent individual assisting another benevolent in- 
dividual to do a benevolent work, in which both are equally 
interested ; with just so much power of direction as always exists in 
a donor, to determine the destination of the gift. 


‘«The same guiding principle should operate in the employment 
and support of native labourers. The services of the Native Christian 
being consecrated as a free will offering to the work of God, are 
not services rendered to an earthly employer, to be paid for in money 
according to their intrinsic value, -They are given, if given ina 
proper evangelical spirit at all, altogether independently of gross 
pecuniary considerations, They ought to look for nothing and 
expect nothing beyond what is included in the supply of necessary 
wants. Accordingly he is not hired, or adequately recompensed, 
after the customs or usages that regulate the transactions of mere 
Government, mercantile, or other worldly business.’’ 


The question of the self-support of Native churches is of 
paramount importance at the present time. In this volume 
information is given as much as possible in regard to this 
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matter of self-snpport, but the really self-supporting churches 
can be counted on one’s finger’s ends. Every Indian Christian 
should consider it his duty to do all he could for the self- 
support and independence of his own church. The problem 
of a National Church for India can only be solved after there 
comes into existence a large number of strong, self-supporting 
churches, Very little voluntary Christian work is being 
done by Indian Christian laymen, There are hardly any 
indigenous Missionary agencies in India, and it is 
high time that we made a beginning in this respect. One 
of the hopeful signs of the times is the increasing religious 
earnestness amongst us, thanks to special organizations, 
such as the Young Men’s Christian Association, the Students’ 
Volunteer Movement, &c., but we should see that this 
earnestness takes a practical turn. We appeal especially to 
our young men incolleges who are being brought under 
unique spiritual influences. It is they that will become the 
leaders of thought in our community and their influence as 
such in carrying the glad tidings to our countrymen will be 
immense. We do earnestly pray that the opportunities now 
offered by movements, such as the Y. M.C. A., the Students’ 
Volunteer Movement, &c., will be taken advantage of by our 
young students to proclaim to others the knowledge of Christ 
which is indeed saving knowledge. 


The formation of Christian literature for the Indians is a 
most important undertaking, and yet what little has been 
done towards this object is the result of missionary effort. 
We have been criticising the work cf foreigners—the good 
and great missionaries who, in their day and generation, 
performed a grand work for their Master as they had ability, 
If their work was imperfect is it not the duty of the natives of 
the country to come to the front and attempt to accomplish 
what is necessary to be done? ‘The Vernacular languages 
have been recognised by some of the Indian Universities, 
and scores of our Christian brethren have graduated in 
them, but how many of them have come forward to enrich 
Christian literature with original works or translations or 
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adaptations. We are told that Christian Daniel, one of the 
earliest converts in South India, whose translations of some 
devotional works are still used by Tamil Christians, made 
a point of devoting an hour a day to literary work for the 
benefit of his countrymen. Would that some of our educated 
Christian men and women followed his example in this 
respect ! 

In writing these few words of introduction, we have had 
one object in view, that is to make Indian Christians realize 
the responsibilities that rest on them as followers of Christ 
in this land, Christianity has done great things for us, 
and it is our duty to stir ourselves to greater activity in the 
service of our common Lord and Master,

SCHOOL (the College department is closed), and Sir D. M. 
PETIT SCHOOL of INDUSTRIAL ARTS. (Principal—The 
Rev. J. Smith.) 
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The latter School, which was founded by Sir D. M. Petit, 
Bart., of Bombay, in connection with the Mission High 
School, was formally opened by the Hon. FE. Giles, M.A., 
Director of Public Instruction, November 3rd, 1898, and is 
now attended by more than 150 pupils.

tst.—Wood Work, including Carpentry, Turnery, Joinery 
and Wood-carving.

A company formed in London has established a factory 
at Ahmednagar, where employment is provided for all pupils 
who have been trained in either of the above arts. Pre- 
ference is given to candidates who have learned Drawing.

(3) THE GIRLS’ BOARDING SCHOOL.

MODEL SCHOOLS,

~ commencement, 592, 
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The primary object of the Institution is the training 
of Christian teachers for Vernacular Schools. The Bible 
is the religious text-book of the Institution, and the 
whole course of instruction is so arranged as to secure 
the most efficiency for a Christian teacher. The students 
are under training for a twofold work: they are expected to 
be able to teach the three R’s in their Schools and to make 
known Christ and His Salvation both to their pupils and to 
the villagers among whom they live.

THe DAUGHTERS OF INDIA ASSOCIATION. 


Some Indian Christian ladies felt for a long time that they, 
for the sake of their own spiritual growth and welfare, should 
do some independent work in the Master’s field; and early 
in 1894 three ladies (Miss Shorat Chuckerbutty, M. A., and 
two others) planned to meet together daily before the Mercy 
Seat to ask God to prepare them for the work He wished 
to give them. No answer seemed to come, and yet they 
prayed on. In October of that year, two of them went to 
Poona for a change, an‘i here the noble work of their friend 
Pandita KRamabai taught them many lessons and inspired 
them with new courage. On their return in November two 
more ladies joined them, and they determined to meet for 
prayer every morning at 5 A, M., and to lay by a small sum 
each month for the work which God may give them. Two 
of them broke down in health so completely that it was im- 
possible to meet at that early hour. 


In February 1895, they laid their plans before all the 
Indian Christian ladies in Allahabad, and the result was that 
they had fifteen members on roll at once. They then framed 
their rules, ‘They had their trials. But finally in July 1896 
the Lord gave them His work to do. Friends, of course, had 
their objections to tell. The Secretary learnt that Mission- 
aries could not admit famine girls any more, as their Orphan- 
ages and Homes were overfull. Some twenty girls were first 
sent over to these ladies, to betaken care of. This led to 
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the founding of the 
VICTORIA GIRLS’ HOME.

(1) Zhe College Department Building.—It is proposed to 
put up a building somewhere in the Girgaum neighbourhood, 
where the bulk of the students and other English-speaking 
Indian young men reside; the principal features of the building

willbe a Hall capable of holding about 300, and of being divid- 
ed by wooden partitions so as to form Class-rooms, a Reading- 
Rootn and Library, with probably special accommodation for 
the Indian Christian Y. M. C. A.; residential Quarters for a 
Secretary, who will thus be able to live in the very midst of 
the work ; a Hostel for twenty to twenty-five students, open 
to all, irrespective of creed; part of the latter accommodation 
is to be reserved as a kind of Dharamsala for Indian Chris- 
tian young men coming temporarily into Bombay. ‘They 
hope to provide rooms for two additional European workers 
whom God will send, as the work may need them. Sucha 
Christian Institute as this cannot failto bea most useful 
auxiliary to the Missionary force of the city. It is expected 
that the structure will cost some Rs. 75,000: the Bombay 
Missionary Conference have expressed their approval of the 
plan by appropriating towards it the sum raised to perpetuate 
the memory of the late Rev. George Bowen, amounting to 
about Rs. 14,000. 


(2) A Travelling Secretary for the District Union.—There 
are some thirty places within the District Union where 
effective work could be done in English ; a man acquainted 
with a vernacular would find an even wider field in organiz- 
ing and supervising an evangelistic work. 


(3) A Permanent Secretary for Poona, to combine the 
position of General Secretary to the Poona Y. M.C. A. and 
that of a worker among the students in the city.

Later on, after varied success, the “ Alliance” appeared 
under the designation of ‘‘ Western India Native Christian 
Union,” which body for some years fulfilled the objects for 
which it had been established. Then circumstances made it 
necessary to form an Association bearing a name and _ hav- 
ing objects similar to those of other Associations of Indian 
Christians in India. Consequently this Association was in- 
augurated in July 1897 under its present name.

Extracts from the Constitutional Rules of the Indian 


Christian Association, Bombay. 


RULE IJ.—The object of the Association shall be to unite 
all Indian Christians, irrespective of sect or denomination, 
and to promote their moral and social welfare by every legi- 
timate means. Agreeably to this object, the Association shall 
endeavour to maintain a friendly attitude towards all Chris- 
tian Churches and other Christian Religicus Societies. 


RuLE I1].—Indian Christians (irrespective of sect or deno- 
mination) who may be above the age of eighteen years shail 
be eligible to membership. 


Explanation.—Any Christian domiciled in India is an Indian 
Christian for the purposes of this rule, 
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Rute V.—Every applicant for membership shall forward 
his application to the Secretary for submission to the Com- 
mittee on whose approval the applicant shall be enrolled as 
a member subject to the provisions of rule VII. 


RULE VII,—It shall be within the power of the Committee 
to nominate as an Honorary Member of the Association 
any Christian lady or gentleman who is not an Indian Chris- 
tian, if the Committee consider that such person willin a 
special way promote the object of the Association. Honorary 
Members shall have the right to vote at the general and 
special meetings of the Association, but shall not be eligible 
to the Committee. 


RULE VIII.—(a) The entrance fee shall be eight annas 
only: and the subscription of membership shall not be less 
than eight annas a quarter payable in advance. Every 
member shall be charged subscription for the whole of the 
quarter in which he or she joins. 


(6) When more than one member of a family living 
together join the Association simultaneously, only one 
entrance fee of eight annas shall be charged for the whole 
family. 


(c) If any member of such family pays the full subscrip- 
tion every other non-earning members shall be charged a 
minimum subscription of only four annas a quarter, 


(zd) If any person is not able to pay the whole fee, he 
shall apply to the Committee, stating how much he is able 
to pay: and the @ommittee shall have the power to admit 
him as a member for such subscription as he can afford to 


pay: 
RULE IX.—A member who fails to pay his subscription for 


four consecutive quarters shall forfeit his membership and 
his name shall be struck off the rolls. 
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RULE X.—The Association shall collect information regard- 
ing the life and welfare of the Indian Christian Community, 
(2) watch its interests as they may from time to time be 
affected by special circumstances, (¢) and take such action 
as may be deemed desirable for promoting the objects of 
the Association. 

RULE XV.—There shall be at least four ordinary general 
meetings of the Association during twelve months. 

RULE XIX,—Any body of Indian Christians resident in 
Western India or in any other part of India not within the 
jurisdiction of Central Associations of In dian Christians and 
having objects similar to those of this Association, may be 
affiliated to this Association, provided that they annually 
contribute to the funds of the Association, one-fourth of their 
annual income and conform to such rules as may from time 
to time be framed for their guidance by the Committee with 
the sanction of the Association.

Worked 
for some time as teacher in the Free Church Institute. Pastor 
of the Poona Native Church for six years. Joined the services 
of the Bombay Bible and Tract and Book Society as Editor 
in 1877. Edited several periodicals, has written hundreds 
of tracts and pamphlets. Some of his larger works are 
English-Marathi Dictionary ; Marathi-English Dictionary ; 
Commentaries on the New Testament and_ portions 
of the Old Testament; Manual of Hinduism ; Anubhav 
Sangrah (Experiences). He is one of the most eminent 
Christian scholars and authors in India. 


The Rev. Ganpatrao &. Navalkar (Retired). Free Church 
Mission. Worked as Superintendent of the John Elphinston 
High School, Alibag, for several years. Has written many 
excellent tracts in English for the Educated Hindus, as

Object.—To deliberate upon all matters affecting the wel- 
fare of the Bengali Christian community, and, whenever pos- 
sible, to give them practical effect. As the Bengali Christian 
community consists of different bodies of people holding 
conscientious principles differing from one another in mat- 
ters of Church government, no subject for discussion and 
no action upon any line shall be taken, which is calculated 
in any way to cause disunion and discord. Some common 
ground shall be always kept in view where Christian union 
may be established and strengthened, and Christian affection 
excited and cherished, so as to secure some good for all the 
different Churches in Bengal.

1, The Conference shall have a President, a Vice-President, 
a Secretary and an Assistant Secretary and Treasurer, to be 
elected annually by a majority of votes at a general meeting

The Working Com- 
mittee shall raise all necessary funds to meet the expenses 
of the annual gatherings and any other work which the 
Conference may take in hand, and report from time to time 
the state of the funds to the Conference. 


4. The Conference shall meet monthly on the tst Friday 
of every month at the houses of the members by turn. 


5. The Monthly Meetings of the Conference to be held 
from 7 to Io p.m. 

6. The members to be admitted by election and by votes 
of members. Names should be proposed at one meeting 
and voted on at a subsequent meeting. No onewho is not a 
native of the country is to be admitted into the regular 
membership of the Conference. 

7. Members absent from three consecutive meetings 
without satisfactory reasons shall have their names StrHIEK off. 
This is not to apply to non- ‘oe members. ' 


8. The Conference is to convene a special meeting of 
the Committee with outsiders for the purpose of arrang- 
ing the Annual gatherings.

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9. The Conference may elect as Honorary members, 
persons other than natives of India, who are known to take 
special interest in the well-being of Indian Christians. 


The Annual gatherings are held during the Durga Puja 
holidays. A Scripture Examination for Christian boys and 
girls is held every year, under the auspices of the Conference. 
Silver medals are presented to those who get the highest 
places. Inthe last examination, in Ist grade, Miss Shara- 
jini Chatterji, of the Memorial School, and in the 2nd grade, 
Miss Kaminibala Das, of Intally, B. M.8., won silver medals ; 
in the 3rd grade, Sailendra Mohan Biswas, of the Bhowani- 
pore L, M.S. Christian Boys’ Boarding School, obtained the 
highest place. 105 book-prizes were given away. Usually 
a Love-feast is given, followed by Sangakirtan (street singing), 
during the annual gatherings.

The object of the Fund is to promote the 
establishment of a Native Pastorate in the Mission of the 
Church of England throughout the Diocese of Calcutta 
by making grants-in-aid to Native Congregations to meet 
sums raised by them for the support of their pastors.

1. That the Fund be for the benefit of the widows and 
orphans of Ministers, Missionaries and Native Preachers 
belonging to the London Missionary Society, or labouring 
independently as Congregational or Independent ministers 
in the province of Bengal. 
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2. That the Fund shall be the property of the Committee 
of the Bengal Auxiliary to the London Missionary Society, 
who alone shall have the authority to make grants from the 
Fund, and who shal] appoint at least three of their number 
as trustees of the vested capital of the Fund. 


3. That the Committee of the Bengal Auxiliary have 
power from time to time to improve these rules for the 
administration of the Fund, it being always understood that 
the two fundamental conditions on which the Fund has been 
given.to the Auxiliary be observed, namely, that the capital 
of the Fund be neither lent’ nor used for any purpose, and 
only the interest be employed with collections and donations 
for the purpose which the Fund has in view. 


4. That grants shall alone be made for the following 
purposes :— 


(z) To assist ministers, missionaries, and native preach- 
ers in subscribing to existing family pension 
funds for the benefit of their families. 


(4) To assist them to insure their lives for the same 
purpose. 

(c) -To grant allowances to widows and children when 
they are inadequately provided for. 


5. hat grants once made shall continue, unless thé 
recipient relinquish his profession or the service of the 
Missionary Society before he has laboured for ten years in 
Bengal, or unless the Committee, by a vote of two-thirds of 
their number at a special meeting, see acted reason to with 
draw the grant. 


6. In making grants, preference shall be given (a) to 
those who have the largest families the least provided for ; 
(4) to those who are willing to supplement the grants of the 
Society out of their own resources ; (¢) to such as secure 
pensions for their families in preference to any other mode 
of providing for them. ; 
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7. Thatin assisting an agent to insure his life, the aid 
given shall not exceed one-fourth of the premium paid by the 
recipient.

Object of the Fund-—To provide for the widows and 
children of Protestant Native Christians in the Bengal Presi- 
dency, including N.-W. Provinces, Central Provinces, Oudh 
and the Punjab. 


The Bengal Christian Family Pension Fund was established 
in October 1859. The Fund began with 32 subscribers, an 
income of less than Rs. too a month, and capital of Rs. 700 
contributed by a few kind friends to give ita start. From 
the first, by God’s blessing upon a careful and economic 
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management, its course has been one of unbroken pros- 
perity. It has now 205 subscribers, a monthly income of 
Rs. 2,630, anda capital of Rs. 3,78,287-10-6, the absolute 
property of the subscribers. There are now 100 incumbents 
(widows and orphans) receiving a total monthly pension of 
Rs. 1,100 from the Fund. 


The Fund offers the following advantages :—(1) Adso/ute 
security.—The capital of the Fund is amply sufficient for all 
its liabilities ; it isinvested in Government Paper only. The 
funds, under an arrangement similar to that enjoyed by the 
Uncovenanted Service Family Pension Fund, are deposited 
with Government, the Comptroller-General holding them in 
safe custody on behalf of the Fund. The subscriber’s mind is 
therefore at rest, knowing that whatever happens to him, his 
widow and children will be provided for. (2) Good manage- 
ment.—The Fund is managed by all the subscribers through 
their own officers as provided in the Rules. (3) Economical 
management.—The cost of managing all the business of the 
Fund is very small, only Rs. 1,800 per annum on a capital of 
nearly three lacs and seventy-nine thousand, The working 
expenses are less than 6 per cent. of the income. (4) Proft- 
able management.—The prosperity of the Fundhas been such 
that a considerable reduction in the amount of subscriptions 
has been possible for the subscribers of over 5 years’ stand- 
ing. During the year 1898 Rs. 7,320-7-0 was granted as 
abatement on subscriptions. (5) Government concession.— 
The Government of India allows its servants who are 
subscribers to this Fund, to pay their subscriptions by 
deducting in their monthly pay-bills, and all other subscribers 
to pay into any Government Treasury they choose. This 
enables the subscribers to save all expense in sending their 
subscriptions. It pays interest at Savings Bank rates on all 
monies deposited on or before the 4th of every month in the 
floating account. His Excellency in Council has been pleased 
to extend to this Fund the concession made under the Notifi- 
cation in the Gazette of India of the 6th February 1886: 
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‘‘That interest on securities belonging to the Service Funds 
shall not be assessed for income-tax.” (6) The Rates of 
Subscription —This Fund is based on the same principles as 
the Uncovenanted Service Family Pension Fund, the oldesé 
and richest Fund in Bengal. The rates of subscription have 
been most carefully calculated by eminent Actuaries in 
England and India, and their correctness has been proved 
by 39 years’ experience of the Fund. (7) There is no re- 
striction on travelling.

The Hon. Kali Charan Banurji, M.A., B.L., is one of 
the most eminent Indian Christians. He is one of the few 
‘fortunate individuals who had the privilege of sitting at the 
feet of Dr. Duff. He is a graduate of Calcutta University, 
and has taken a degree in Law. He practices in the Calcutta 
High Court and lectures on Law in the University. Heisa 
Prince of Indian Orators and avery deep and systematic 
thinker. His sympathies are cosmopolitan. There is scarce- 
ly a Christian movement of any significance with which he is 
not more or less connected, nor are there few associations 
which do not enjoy his strong support. To name them all 
would be to give too long a list. He has been for some time 
past the Editor of the Indian Christian Herald. He has 
written many remarkably learned articles and papers. He 
takes very deep interest in all such institutions as have for 
their object the amelioration of the Indian Christian public. 
He was elected member of the Legislative Council, Bengal, 
in 1897. In habits he is simple toa fault; his ways are 
very affable, and his views are very healthful. 


The Rev. Imam Masth, missionary of the Baptist Mission, 
is a great Persian and Arabic scholar. He was for many 
years a prcfessor of logic and Arabic in the Government 
College, Patna, and possesses wonderful gifts of speech. 
He is a most successful preacher to the Muhamedans, and 
takes long tours in the country for preaching to the 
Muhamedans. His management of religious discus- 
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sion is simply admirable. In street’ preaching he is per- 
fectly in his element. He is at present helping in the 
translation of the Bible at the request of the Punjab Bible 
Society Translation Committee. 


The Rev. N. L. Doss, born Sept. 30th, 1840, at Barripore, 
near Calcutta. Educated at Bhowanipore. Baptized in 
January 1857 ; married, July 1864 ; ordained, February 1868 ; 
Jaboured as an evangelist at Bhowanipore with pastoral 
work and teaching in the English Institution; now a Mis- 
sionary in charge of the Bhowanipore Institution School 
department. He is the Superintendent of the Law Memoria 
Hall, Secretary of the Bengal Christian Family Pension Fund. 
He is connected with a number of Associations, has travelled 
through England, France, Australia, &c., occasionally goes 
out in the district on evangelical missionary tours, has 
published a book giving an account of his trip to foreign 
countries. 


mC. Chatterj:, /sg.. B. AZ G. Ly, Subordinate Judge, 
Bengal, retired ; born ina Kulin Brahmin family, early edu- 
cation inthe Government School at Barrisal, passed the 
Calcutta Entrance Examination in 1859, joined the Presi- 
dency College in 1860, resided in the house of the late Pandit 
Sambhunath, the first Indian Judge of the Calcutta High 
Court, worked asa private tutor in the house; left the 
Pandit’s house at the age of 22 when in the B.A, Class, lost 
the tuition work and some other advantages; first became a 
Deist while at Barrisal, thought of Brahmoism, then of 
Unitarianism. At this crisis Mr. T. C. Bannerjee, an 
ordained Baptist Missionary, helped him. He read Ander- 
son’s lectures ‘‘ On the spirit in which religious inquiries 
should be prosecuted,” Campbell’s ‘‘ Evidences of Christ- 
lanity,” and Selections from Dr. Channing’s_ works. 
Bishop Wilson’s “Evidences.” Then Mr. Cowell (now 
Dr. Cowell, Professor of Oriental Languages in the 
University of Cambridge) helped him further. He gave 
Meme miiatian views; Jones ‘‘ On the Trinity,” and “ The 
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Philosophy of the plan of Salvation ” confirmed his faith 
in Christ and finally he accepted Christ openly, and was bap- 
tized. (For further account of his conversion, see “‘ Sketches 


of Indian Christians,’ published by the C. L. Society.) 


Guru Charan Bose, Esq., of the C. M. Society, born at 
Bagh Bazar, Calcutta, 1st January 1826. His father re- 
presented the ancient and well-known Bose family of Bagh 
Bazar, the founder of which settled in Calcutta during the 
Mahomedan period. At the age of ten he joined Hare’s 
School, studied Bengali and English for five years here. His 
faith in Hinduism was shaken ; joined a Debating Club of 
Theists, began to read the Bible and Evidences of Christianity, 
&c. In the eighteenth year of his life he openly declared 
his faith in Christ and resolved to embrace Christianity, 
openly by public baptism. This enraged his relatives: 
They persecuted him, He therefore left home and took 
shelter in the Bishop’s College, where one day his rela- 
tives went and took him away in a boat, but being 
followed by the Christian friends of the Bishop’s Col- 
lege his cousin, after severely beating him, pitched him 
right into the middle of the stream. He was saved from 
being drowned by Professor Street. After some time he was 
baptized by Bishop Dealtry, who was then the Archdeacon 
of Calcutta, and Secretary to the C. M. Society in Cornwallis 
Square, in the presence of a large crowd. Before his baptism 
he was employed as a teacher in Hare’s School, but was not 
allowed now to preach his new faith. In 1842 the Calcutta 
Corresponding Committee of the C. M. S. appointed him as 
a Missionary labourer in the Augurparah Mission. Here he 
spent the best part of his life teaching and preaching in the 
Anglo-Vernacular School and the neighbouring villages. His 
wife followed him after nine years, and was baptized in 1852 
by the Rev. T. Sancys. After an outbreak of malarious 
fever in 1878, in which he suffered much and broke down in 
health, he was transferred to Calcutta where he is now resid= 
ing, aged over 73 years, 
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Atul. K. Nag, Esq; Educated in the Government School 
at Berhampore in Murshidabad. His old faith in Hinduism 
was gradually undermined by English education, apart from 
the study of the Bible ; became a Brahmo; introduced to the 
late Rev. S.J. Hill of the London Mission; studied the 
Bible. In October 1870 he made up his mind to accept Christ 
openly ; left his father’s home and took refuge in Mr. Hill’s 
house. His wife and child also went with him. His mother 
tried to induce him to return. He was then in Govern- 
ment service. He is now Head Assistant, Income Tax 
Department, Board of Revenue.

It was the first sea-port in India, visited by 
Europeans. The Zamorin held great power here for some 
time. The first British settlement was made in 1616. The 
Moplas of this place are Mahomedan descendants of Arab 
traders.

Dr. Ahmed Shah isa direct descendant from Mahomed, 
and is of Arabian blood. Several years ago he graduated in 
the Agra Medical School, and later on, studied for two years 
in the Lahore Medical College, and was appointed a Govern- 
ment Medical Officer at Leh in Thibet. For years he had 
entertained the Unitarian theory of Christ’s Ministry ; 
four years ago he went to England as a student 
of Unitarian Theology on a_ scholarship of £100 
yearly. He pursued his College studies at Oxford. About a 
year and ahalf ago he came in contact with the Cowley 
Fathers in England, and was led to make a radical change in 
his views of Christianity and Christ’s Atonement. The Uni- 
tarians had arranged to appoint him their Missionary to 
Madras; but when his views changed, he resigned his 
scholarship. He has joined the S. P. G. Brotherhood at 
Cawnpore, and is preparing for ordination in October 1899. 
He is an excellent Vernacular Scholar, knows Arabic, and 
has a good working knowledge of the English language. He 
has also learnt enough of French and German to pursue his 
investigations in those languages. His lectures have been 
uncommonly good; they show considerable research and are 
delivered in a hearty and earnest manner. Lately he has 
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been giving a course of lectures for the students of the 
Summer School of Theology, Methodist Episcopal Mission, 
at Cawnpore. He took up the origin of Islam; its develope 
ment from heresies existing before Mahomed; a comparison 
of the teachings of Islam with the teachings of Christianity ; 
the influence of Islam on nations and the composition of the 
Koran, &c. He expects to give his life to literary work and 
lecturing.

THE REFORMED PRESBYTERIAN MISSION, 
INDIA, 


Was established in India as far back as 1835, by sending 
the first American Missionary, the late Rev. J. R. Campbell, 
D.D., of Saharanpur, who was soon followed by others. 
There are two R. P. Presbyteries in India, under the 
control and jurisdiction of the General Synod in America: 
the oneis called the ‘“ Reformed Presbytery of Saharanpur,”’ 
and the other the “Presbytery of India.” 


The Reformed P. Presbytery of Saharanpur was organiz- 
ed in about 1838, and continued under the control of the 
American Missionaries till the year 1884, at which time the 
Foreign Missionaries withdrew and left the work in the hands 
of the Indian brethren. Since that time it has become 
a self-supporting Presbytery in India.

The Rev. Samuel A.C. Ghose, B. A., is the son of the 
Rev. B. Ghose of the C. M,S. Mission, Karachi, Sindh.—Was 
baptized Samuel, but had become universally known as 
Abinash Chander. Was educated for several years at the 
C.M.S. High School for Native Christians at Batala, in the 
Panjab, an institution to which we owe the training of so 
many of our leading Christians inthe Punjab. After passing 
the Entrance Examinnation there, he joined St. Stephen’s 
College, Delhi, and read for his B. A. degree. His influence 
then in the Christian Hostel was of the highest value. On 
passing his degree he refused a post under Government, 
with good prospect of promotion, which he could have obtain- 
ed, and expressed his definite wish for spiritual work. He 
went to Bishop’s College, Calcutta, to read Theology, and, 
while there, received much help from the Rev. H. 
Whitehead, the Head of the Oxford Mission. He did not 
complete the regular course there, but after a year or two, 
becoming desirous of active work, rejoined the Cambridge 
Mission at Delhi. 


At one time the conflict with Mahomedanism in which he 
was engaged, and which, with its intensely materialistic 
mind, its hard logical dilemmas, and its subtle and all- 
embracing disputatiousness, constitutes about as great a 
strain on any one who has to deal with it, as can well be im- 
agined, was almost too much for his faith, and it wavered. 
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It was never, however, really lost ; his difficulties were fairly 
and manfully faced with an honesty and vigour of purpose, 
and now that he has emerged into the full light, one can 
hardly wish that he should have escaped an ordeal, which, 
however grave, adds so much to the strength of one who 
comes safely through it. 


His work is very highly valued in various departments of 
the Mission work, more particularly Bazar-preaching, Maho- 
medan lectures, Evangelistic meetings amongst the Chamars, 
and the like. 

Mr. Foel Warez Lall, B. A., received his B.A. degree on 
January 3, 1899. He won three gold medals worth some 
seven hundred rupees, namely, (1) for English, (2) for Arabic, 
(3) for English and Arabic. He is the first Indian Christian 
who has obtained a gold medal for Arabic in the Punjab. 
He is connected with the Baptist Mission ;—appeared from 
St. Stephen’s College of the Cambridge University Mission. 
He is preparing for the M. A. examination ; he teaches for

THE NATIVE EVANGELICAL SOCIETY. 


As early as 1853 an effort was madeto make the Native 
Church a Missionary Church, and this Society was the out- 
come of this effort. Its aim is to assist in the spread of the 
Gospel in this district, and its methods are two, vzz., to aid 
weak churches in supporting their pastors, and, secondly, to 
support a permanent itinerating band of evangelists, who 
shall be available for work in the stations in turn or wherever 
especially needed, The latter phase of the Society’s work 
is new, and is a gratifying mark of progress. This Society 
raises annually about Rs. 1,§00. 
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THE WIDOWS’ AID SOCIETY 


Has been in existence since 1864, and is in a prosperous 
condition. The interest on its invested funds, which amount 
to more than Rs. 44,000, 1s enough to pay all the pensions 
of the widows and orphans of its deceased members. While 
it is unconnected with the Mission, it gains stability from the 
fact that its constitution requires that the Secretary, 
Treasurer, and Examining Physician shall be members of 
the Mission. 


AMERICAN MISSION DISPENSARY. 


In charge of Rev. E. Chester, M.D. In the year 1897, 
3,518 Indian Christians were treated. The Dindigul Taluk 
Board and the Dindigul Municipality make grants towards 
the running expenses of the dispensary, and medicines too 
are sometimes supplied by them,

This place sarice and jute swamp near the Ganges, 150 
miles north-east of Calcutta. Excepting the river banks, the 
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the country is a continuation of large swamps inhabited by 
a people called ‘‘ Chandals ” by the Hindus, a name used to 
indicate the lowest of the low. With great perseverance 
the Chandals have raised in the swamps large mounds from 
g2:to 20 feet high, where their houses are built and their 
cattle are kept during the inundations. They cultivate the 
swamps with rice and jute, varied with fishing, mat and 
basket weaving. In the rains the whole country is inundated, 
the water rises over 10 feet, and leaves the mounds like 
so many islands in ahuge lake. There is no intercourse 
then, except by boats. ‘The cattle have sometimes to stand 
for weeks together up to their necks in water. 


The Rev. M. N. Bose, B,A., B.L., at the invitation of 
W.S. Wells, Esg., of the Bengal Civi! Service, settled at 
Gopalgunj in 1874, and started the Mission called Gopal- 
gunj, Mission. 


THE GOPALGUNJ MISSION. 
EAST BENGAL. 


This rural Mission was begun over 24 years ago by the 
Rev. Mathoora Nath Bose, B.A., B.L., one of Dr. Duff’s 
converts. Its work is carried on among the teeming popu- 
lation of the unhealthy swamps of Eastern Bengal. By the 
blessing of the Holy Spirit the labours of Mr. Bose have 
been wonderfully successful and the agents of the Mission 
have been entirely drawn from within its own borders. 
While the Native Christian agents are labouring successfully 
for the conversion of the heathen to Christianity, the children 
of the Christian community are in danger of being heathenis- 
ed from the necessity of sending them to schools where they 
are taught by heathen teachers and associate with heathen 
children, It is therefore proposed to entirely separate Chris- 
tian children from these heathen influences, and to train 


them up with the view of their becoming Native Christian 
workers.

Self-support.—The congregation has undertaken to sup- 
port its own schools, which have hitherto been supported by 
the Mission. After some fruitless attempts to enforce dis- 
cipline through the Congregaticnal Panchayet, a sub-division 
and a Taluk Panchayet, consisting of 18 members and 
selected by the Christian community with their Missionary 
at the head, was organized to deal with such cases as could 
not be adjusted by the several congregations individually. 
The result of thus organizing the Christians into one body all 
responsible to a Panchayet of their own choosing, as their 
final appeal for justice and counsel, has proved most valuable.

The Rev. Samuel Tupper is in charge of a circuit at 
Hardoi of the American Methodist Episcopal Mission. He 
rose from an obscure origin. He was brought up in one of 
the Methodist Mission Schools, and showed himself eager and 
apt to learn. He went from form to form; passed through 
the High School, and went to the Theological School. He

graduated there, relatively an educated man with a cultured 
intellect and great consecration. He was sent to Hardoi to 
open Christian work there. As illustrating what obstacles he 
had to encounter in consequence of his origin, we may men- 
tion that when he went to the bazar he might tell the vendors 
what he wanted, but then he had to put down his basket and 
step back while the salesman put into it what he pleased. 
Then the price was told him, and Mr. Tupper would lay his 
money down on the ground and walk away. ‘Though he was 
superior to most people in that Zillah, superior in intelligence, 
in culture, and in character, yet he had been born of a des- 
pised caste, and the bazar men -would not touch even money 
while Mr. Tupper touched it. Itis a serious matter when the 
average tradesman thinks money is too polluted to be touch- 
ed. He found plenty of work among the people of his own 
caste to keep him happily occupied. He lived among them, 
and taught them by example as well as precept. After a 
while the bazar men would say, “‘ Mr. Tupper, you need not 
walk away; you are not like others of your caste: we will 
take the money from your hand.” Later, on stormy days, 
when there was not much business doing, the bazar men 
would say, ‘Mr. Tupper, sit down, and tell us what you are 
preaching to these people. Everybody who comes under 
your influence improves in cleanliness and becomes reliable.” 
Then as they had invited him, he would preach in the bazar 
Christ and the Resurrection. 


In 1890, the British Government made careful inquiries 
with a view to find some one who was sufficiently well edu- 
cated and who was thoroughly reliable to take the censes in 
that Zillah. Many said ‘: “If you can get Tupper to accept 
this office, the work will be done.” He was appointed, and 
the nature of his work made it necessary for him to go into 
the home of every Brahman and ask him, among other things, 
how many daughters he had. The Queen could not have 
asked a question more confusing to caste prejudice. The 
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probabilities are that the Bishop will appoint Mr. Tupper a. 
presiding elder: because inthe magnificent work which he 
has gathered around him, he has developed a district.

With the breaking of alien 
money-ties the bond of sympathy between preachers and 
people has seemed to grow materially stronger; yet while 
they have told often of their increased joy in the Lord and 
of the wonderful way in which God has, even in these 
famine times, cared for them and their families, one could 
not but see that they were at times discouraged and diss 
contented. Occasionally in recounting the Lord’s mercies 
and the new experiences resulting from dependence on Him 
alone, they have expressed deep and sincere joy; yet at 
other times, when passing through a series of trials, the 
under-tone of dissatisfaction hasimplied too clearly that they 
blamed their Missionary for all their hardship. . . They 
do have their hardships, but the Lord does and shall deliver 
them out of them all. That they will be purer and more 
useful to God for having passed through this fire, there is no 
room for doubt.” 


The Kandukur Church has sent a Missionary to a village 
where there were no Christians. His wife has a school, 
supported by Government. The Church pays Rs, 1-8 per 
month on an average.

Mapras Native CaristIAN ASsoctation. 
A brief sketch of tts history. 

- The Native Christian community; once a small body, has 
of late increased both in numbers and importance, and has, 
in spite of disadvantages and difficulties; secured for itself a 
recognized position in Indian society. But the members of 
the community being scattered in different parts of the Presi- 
dency had for a long time, for want of a central and repre- 
sentative Association, no means of combining to take action 
in matters affecting their general interests. With a view to 
supply this long-felt want a meeting was held on the 18th 
November 1887, at the residence of the late Rev. W. T. 
Satthianadhan, at which about forty of the leading members 
of the Native Christian community were present, who formed 
themselves into an Association called the ‘Madras Native 
Christian Association,” and appointed six of their number to 
frame the rules of the said Association. At a subsequent 
meeting held at the Chintadrepettah Lecture Hall, on the rst 
March 1888, the rules of the Association were passed, and at 
a general meeting held on the 17th March the office-bearers 
and the Committee for the year were elected. The Associa- 
tion had considerable difficulties to contend against from 
the very commencement. Extensive correspondence had to 
be carried on explaining to friends and enquirers the aims 
and objects of the Association. The sympathy of Native 
Christians had also to be roused in various ways, and 

| the claims of the Association set forth in 
Yeat. No. circulars and public prints. The Association 
‘8890—119 is now in its tenth year of existence, and 
1890-—— 83 during these years its progress has been 
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1891—I!10 steady and satisfactory. It began with 32 
1892—175 members on its rolls, and at the end of the 
1893—230  ffirst year the membership rose to 114, The 
1894—268 figures in the margin give the number of 
1895—1!61 members during the past 10 years. 


18g6—312 Four Branch Associations are at work—one 
1897—418 at Bangalore and another at Tanjore. Others 
1898—571 have been formed at Ootacamund for the 

Nilgiris and at Rangoon. The finances of the 
Association have also progressed. 


General meetings have been held from time to time at 
which important questions affecting the interests of the 
community have been discussed. The papers read at some 
of these meetings have been published, as well as the 
discussions that followed. One main object of the Associa- 
tion has been to bring together Native Christians of various 
denominations. In order to realise this object, social gather- 
ings have been held from time to time. The Association 
has been the means of bringing into existence the Christian 
Patriot, which, though not connected officially with the 
Association at present, is to all intents and purposes the 
organ of the Association. The Madras Christian Benefit 
Fund also owes its existence to the Association. In 1892 a 
small fund was raised for the relief of distressed Native 
Christians in the Chingleput District and in _ localities 
adjoining Madras on account of the famine. In 1894 a Sub- 
Committee was appointed for the purpose of investigating 
and reporting on the social and legal disabilities of the Native 
Christians in the Presidency, in conjunction with the Madras 
Missionary Conference. In this connection a prize of Rs. 50 
was offered by the late Mr. J. Fiddian, I. C. S., for the best 
collection of cases affecting the Native Christians, such as are 
given in the Courts of British India and Mysore. This prize 


was won by Mr. Satya Joseph, M.A., M.L., one of the Members 
of the Committee. 
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In 1895 a memorial was sent to the Government of India 
with reference to the case of Dassappa vs. Chickkamal, where 
the majority of the Judges held that a convert to Christianity 
forfeits, by the fact of his conversion, the right to the custody 
and education of his children, which he would have had if he 
had remained a Hindu. In the memorial it was requested 
that Act XXI. of 1850 should be made applicable to Mysore. 


In 1897 a fund was started to help Pundita Ramabai in her 
famine work, and a sum of Rs. 800 was sent to her. The 
Association also co-operated with Prince Harnam Singh in 
the united address of congratulation to the Queen-Empress 
on the occasion of her Diamond Jubilee. Over 20,000 sig- 
natures were received from all parts of India, and a sum of 
Rs. 775 was collected for the address, but of which Rs. 400 
was sent as the contribution from Madras to Prince Harnam 
Singh. Theremaining amount, Rs. 375, after meeting sundry 
expenses, was set apart asthe nucleus of a fund fora medal 
in connection with the University. The Jubilee Fund for 
the Medal amounted to Rs. 1,500, and the Medal has been 
established, Mr. K. Matthew, of the Christian College, being 
the first recipient. A scheme for the establishment of a 
Hostel is under consideration. 

This is just a rough sketch of the work done by the As- 
‘sociation, and there is reason to think that it has to some 
extent at least helped to further the interests of the commu- 
nity which it represents ; but it is to be hoped that with the 
greater co-operation of the members of the community, both 
inthe Presidency town and in the Mofussil, a greater 
measure of success will attend it in the future.

RULES OF THE ASSOCIATION, 
Name and Object. 

1. This Association shall be called the ** Madras Native 
Christian Association. ” 

2. Its object shall be to promote the welfare of the Native 
Christian community by every legitimate means inits power: 

Provided, however, thatthe Association shall not raise 
any question regarding, or atherwise interfere with, the dis- 
tinctive doctrines or practices of any denominations of the 
Christian Church. 

Meméers. 

3. Native Christians of all denominations shall be eligible 
to become members of the Association. 

4. Every applicant for membership shall forward his ap- 
plication to-the Secretary, accompanied by at least one 
quarter’s subscription ; and, if approved by the Committee, 
shall be enrolled as a member. 

5. Members residing within the Municipal limits of 
Madras shall pay a subscription of not less than 8 Azuas per 
quarter ; but those of them whose monthly income is less 
than Fifty Rupees shall pay a subscription of not less than 
4 Annas per quarter; and all members residing beyond the 
Madras Municipal limits shall pay a subscription of not less 
than Four Annas per quarter: 
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Provided that any member dependent on another member 
of the Association shall pay a subscription of not less than 
4 annas per quarter. 

6. A member failing to pay his subscription for four 
quarters may be removed by the Committee. | 

7. The Committee may elect Europeans who take an 
interest in the Native Christian community as honorary 
members of the Association. Such honorary members shall 
not be liable to pay any subscription or be entitled to serve 
on the Committee or vote at meetings. 


General Meetings. 

8, There shall be an Annual General Meeting of the 
Members of the Association, at such time and place as the 
Committee may fix, when the Regort of the Committee, 
together with a Statement of Accounts, shall be submitted, and 
when the President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, and 
other members of the Committee for the ensuing year shall 
be elected. | 

g. As many other General Meetings of the members shall 
be held as the Committee can arrange for. The Committee 
shall arrange the time and place of such meetings, as also the 
business to be transacted thereat. 


to. The Committee shall also convene General Meetings 
of the Association, on a requisition signed by ten members, 
stating the purpose for which they call for such meeting. 

11. No business shall be transacted at any General Meet- 
ing of the Association, unless there be at least twenty mem- 
bers present. 

12. No Resolution shall be passed at any General Meet- 
ing of the Association, unless at least eight days’ notice of it 
has been given to the members. 

13. ‘The Committee may, at their discretion, invite those 
who are not members, to any General Meeting; and such 
may, with the permission of the President, the Vice-President 
or the Chairman for the time being, take part in..the pro- 
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ceedings, but shall, under no circumstances, be entitled to 
vote on any question submitted to meeting. 
Committee. 

14. The business of the Association shall be carried on 
by a Committee consisting of the President, the Vice-Presi- 
dent, the Secretary, the Treasurer, and twelve other members, 
who shall be elected annually, as provided in Rule 8, from 
among the members residing within the Municipal limits of 
Madras, and who shall hold office until the next Annual 
General Meeting. 

15. Any vacancies occurring in the Committee during the 
year shall be filled up by the Committee. 

16. The Committee shall meet ordinarily once a month, 
at such time and place as the Committee may fix. 

a7. The Secretary, when he thinks it necessary, may, or, 
on the requisition of any three members of the Committee, 
shall, call a Special Meeting of the Committee. 

18. No business shall be transacted at any meeting of 
the Committee unless there be at least five members present, 

19. It shall be the duty of the Committee to collect 
information on all questions affecting the Native Christian 
community; to watch its interests as they may be 
affected by any proposed legislation or otherwise ; to urge 
its claims and represent its grievances before Government 
and other public bodies ; and to endeavour by every possible 
means to effectually carry out the objects of the Association. 

20. It shall also be the duty of the Committee to decide 
on all applications for membership ; to arrange for the hold- 
ing of the Annual and all other General Meetings, and the 
business to be transacted at such meetings; to frame rules 
for the conduct of the business at General Meetings, as also 
at Meetings of the Committee ; to provide for the safe custody 
of the funds of the Association ; and to examine the books of 
the Association at least once a quarter. 


Branches and A filiated Associations, 
21. Members of the Association at any Station may form 
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themselves into a Branch Association, subject to such rules 
as may be framed by the Committee and sanctioned at a 
General Meeting. 

22. Any Association of Native Christians having in view 
objects substantially the same as this Association, may be 
affiliated to this Association, subject to such rules as may be 
framed by the Committee and sanctioned at a General 
Meeting. 

Alteration of Rules, &¢. 

23. The rules of the Association may be added to, modi- 

fied or rescinded, at any General Meeting of the Association. 


Rules for the Conduct of Business at Committee Meetings. 

1. The Secretary shall give at least 3 days’ notice of all 
meetings of the Committee, and at the same time state the 
subjects to be discussed. 

2. That no business shall be transacted at any meeting 
of the Committee of which at least 3 days’ notice has not 
been given} but any urgent matter may be brought forward 
with the consent of the meeting. 


Rules for the conduct of business at General Meetings. 

1. The Annual Meeting of the Association shall generally 
be held in the month of March, when the report of the Com- 
mittee, together with statement of accounts up to the 31st 
December, shall be laid before the Meeting. 

2. That all proceedings shall be conducted in the English 
language ; but any member with the consent of the President 
may address the meeting in any other language. 

3. The Secretary shall give at least 5 days’ notice of all 
General Meetings, together with a statement of the business 
to be transacted at such meetings; such Notice shall be consi- 
dered duly given if posted in Madras eight days before the 
meeting. 

4. That no business of which eight days’ notice has not 
been given shall be transacted at any General Meeting. 

5. That any member wishing to bring forward any subject 
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for discussion at a General Meeting shall give at least 30 
days’ notice of it to the Secretary; 

6. All questions shall be decided by the votes of members 
present at the meeting, and in case of equality of votes the 
President shall have the casting vote, 


», The President, VicesPresident, and Secretary and 
Treasurer shall each be separately elected by ballot, and after- 
wards the other members of Committee. 

Rules for Branch Associations. 

1. At any station where there are 12 or more members it 
shall be competent for them to form themselves into a Branch 
Association. 

2. Every Branch Association shall conduct its business 
under such rules as the Branch may frame, not inconsistent 
with the rules of the Association, provided that the rules so 
framed are sanctioned by the Committee of the Association. 


3. Every Branch Association shall be managed by a local 
Committee of five members, including a Chairman and a 
Secretary. 

4. It shall be competent for such local Committees to 
admit members, and every member thus admitted shall be 
a member of the Association. 

5. Every Branch shall be entitled to elect annually a 
member to represent its interest on the Committee of the 
Parent Association. 

6. All Proceedings of the Branch Associations shall be 
forwarded to the Secretary of the Parent Association. 

7. Every Branch Association shall send to the Parent 
Association one-fourth the amount of subscriptions raised 
during the year. 

Affiliated Assoctations. 

Every Affiliated Association having 12 or more members 
shall be entitled to elect annually one member eligible under 
Rule 13 to serve on the Coimmittee of the Association.

“THE CHRISTIAN PATRIOT.”

lts History. 

This Journal was started in 1890 by a number of Native 
Christians resident in Madras, with a view to give expres- 
sion to the sentiments and aspirations of Native Christians. 
Those who took the initiation were all members of the 
Madras Native Christian Association, and the Journal, there- 
fore, though not officially connected with the Association, 
still owes its existence to it. The Journal has been making 
considerable progress during the past nine years and had 
received steadily increased support, not only from Indian 
Christians, but also from Missionaries. It was found neces~ 
sary to enlarge the size of the paper at the end of the first 
year, and further developments were made since then. The 
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promoters of the Journal have spared neither men nor money 
in trying to make it really worthy of the community in whose 
interests it has been started, and there is reason to think 
from the numerous testimonies that have been received from 
Europeans and Indians that it is becoming really a power 
for good. 


THE MADRAS NATIVE CHRISTIAN PROVIDENT FUND ( Lp. ). 


This Fund was established in Madras on rst March 1884, 
through the instrumentality of a few disinterested Native 
Clergymen, chief among whom was the late well known Rev. 
P, Rajahgopaul of the Free Church of Scotland Mission. 


Like other Death Benefit Funds which have been started 
by Hindus and Eurasians, this Fund has been formed for the 
purpose of affording relief to the nominees of such Native 
Christians as may become members of it. But unlike the 
former bodies, it has avoided exclusiveness by opening its 
doors to limited number of others besides those for whose 
special benefit it has been established. 


The object of the Fund isto paya bonus of Rs. 1,000 to 
the nominee or nominees of a subscriber on his or her death, 
provided always that if there are not 1,200 subscribers, the 
bonus shall be reduced in proportion to the actual number of 
subscribers at the time of casualty, that is, at the rate of 
Rs. 5 for every six members. 


The only payments required by the Fund are the entrance 
fee at the time of admission, and a contribution of One 
Rupee on every occurrence of a casualty among the members. 


One of the rules provides that not more than two Calls 
shall be issued in a month. 


The Fund has now been fifteen years in existence. During 
this period, the average number of Calls a year has been 8, 
while the total amount paid for the relief of Widows and 
Orphans has reached Rs. 45,000. Deducting for casualties, 
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withdrawals and dismissals for default, there are at present 
580 Members on the Fund. It is a lamentable fact that so 
few of the Native Christians, comparatively speaking, have 
taken advantage of the Fund which exists for their special 
benefit ; while on the other hand non-Christians, who could 
be admitted only under strict limitation, are anxtous to enter 
in large numbers. The practical outcome of the Fund as 
shown above speaks volumes for its stability and usefulness, 
and ought to rouse from their lethargy such of our Christian 
brethren as are still keeping aloof. The Office-bearers are 
all honorary. 

Other things being equal the prosperity of the Fund depends 
entirely upon its numerical strength. We want people to 
enter when they are young and strong, and not to wait for 
old age which may never come. And what if God gives you 
long life, so that you continue paying calls for many years ? 
Be it remembered that each Member’s one rupee ona call 
often means untold relief to widows and orphans bereft of 
bread-winners.

g. That subscribers failing to pay the contribution within 
25 days after date of call, shall be liable to a fine of As. 4, 
and failing to pay within 30 days, shall forfeit all claims 
and right to membership in the Fund. But they shall be 
eligibie for re-admission as new subscribers. 


10. A subscriber, in the event of withdrawing from the 
Fund, shall not be entitled to any refund of the money paid 
by him or her into the Fund. ‘hat, however, in the case of 
married couple who are subscribers, the Directors reserve 
for themselves the discretion of permitting the wife to with- 
draw from the Fund, returning to her 50 per cent. of the 
amount contributed by her on account of Death Calls. 


11. That no applicant shall be considered a bond fide 
member of the Fund till he has paid the entrance fee in full 
and obtained a Certificate of membership. Such Certificate 
shall not be transferable or otherwise negotiable. 


12. Subscribers or their nominees attempting to defraud 
the Fund or its Managing Committee in any way whatever 
shall be deprived of all share in the benefits of the Fund. 


13. That all nomination by subscribers shall be made at 
the time of sending in their application. But a subscriber 
may revoke or alter such nominations at any time on pay- 
ment of a fee of As. 8. 


14, That no minors shall be accepted as nominees unless 
guardians be appointed by the subscribers to receive the 
bonus, the Secretary of the Fund being duly apprised of 
such appointment. 


15. That on satisfactory proof of the death of a subscriber 
being furnished, and the certificate being endorsed and 
returned by the nominee or nominees, the bonus shall be 
paid to the registered nominee or nominees, on application 
to the Secretary within 60 days from date of application. 
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16. That if at the death of a subscriber, there be living no 
nominees, the bonus in such case shall be paid to his legal 
representatives who shall produce probate, or letters of 
administration, or certificate of heirship, or some sufficient 
indemnity either with or without securities as may be deter- 
mined upon by the Directors in each case. 


17. That no more than two calls shall be made in one 
month. 


18. That the mangement of the Fund shall be vested ina 
Committee of 12 Directors, elected from among the male 
Protestant subscribers and consisting of a President and 
Secretary and to Directors, not less than six of whom shall, 
if possible, be Clergymen. 


Ig, That with the exception of the President and the 
Secretary, the rest shall go out by rotation, one at every 
Annual Meeting of subcribers, but they shall be eligible for 
re-election. . 


20. If any Office-bearer or Director, abuse the trust 
vested in him, he shall be removed from his office by not less 
than one-third, the number of subscribers present at a General 
or an Extraordinary Meeting.

29. That an Auditor shall be elected annually for the 
purpose of auditing the accounts of the Fund, and submit- 
ting a Report on the audited accounts for the year. 


30. That an extraordinary meeting of subscribers shall 
be convened at the request of £2 subscribers provided 
the reason and ground for calling such a meeting, had 
been laid before the Managing Committee zz writing 3 weeks 
previously. Zwexty members shall form a quorum. 


31. That every member shall be required to subscribe to 
the existing Rules, and any others that may be passed at any 
General Meeting of Subscribers, and submit to the decision 
of the Directors or the majority of the subscribers when ap- 
pealed to. 


32. That all monies of the Fund shall be invested in such 
a manner as the Directors may think proper, in the name of 
the Fund in one or more local banks.

33. That the Secretary be empowered to collect money, 
Sign receipts, and carry on correspondence. But at no time 
shall he retain more than Rs. 20 in his hands. 


34. That all monies invested as wellas all the interest 
accruing therefrom shall be under the control and at the 
disposal of the Directors. | 


35. That no money is to be drawn except by cheques 
signed by the President, the Secretary and a Director who 
shall be appointed by the Committee for that purpose. 

36. That the Secretary shall keep a Cash Account of 
Receipts and Disbursements and all other necessary books. 

37. That any member shall be at liberty to inspect the 
accounts of the Fund after giving previous notice to the 
Secretary. 

38. That subscribers shall keep the Secretary informed 
of their full address and change of residence, and that all 
notices served on them at their last registered address shall 
be deemed sufficient for the purpose of a call having been 
made on them, 

39. That in the event of the Fund being wound up, all 
claims on the Fund shall first be paid and the balance, if 
any, shall be divided equally among the members.

The Restaurant is the first room that*is seen on passing 
in through the main entrance. Here atall hours refreshments 
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are served at reasonable rates, and meals can be had on due 
notice. 


The Reception Room, adjoining the General Office of the 
Association, at the head of the first flight of the main stair- 
way, is furnished with Crokinole, Chess, Draughts, ‘‘ Saturn ” 
and other games of skill. 


The Music Room ts provided with a fine piano, and it is 
proposed to organize an Orchestra at an early day.

Professor Samuel Satthianadhan, M.A., LL.M. (Cantad.); 
F.R.S.S., is the youngest son of the late Rev. W. T. and 
Anna Satthianadhan. He was born at Sriviliputhur, Tinne- 
velly District, in the year 1861, but the whole of his time 
was spent in Madras, where his parents had removed while 
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their son was an infant, He was educated at the 8. P. G. 
High School, Vepery, from which school he matriculated, 
passing high in the first class in 1876. After Matriculation 
he joined the Doveton Protestant College, and in 1878 pro- 
ceeded to England with his parents, who had been invited 
by the Church Missionary Society on deputation work. In 
October 1878, Mr. Samuel Satthianadan entered Corpus 
Christi College, Cambridge, where he had a most success 
ful career. He wona Foundation Scholarship in 1879, an 
English Literature Prize open to the whole College in 1880, 
an English Essay Prize, open to all England in 1881. He 
graduated with double honours in Mathematics and Moral 
Sciences, and also took the degree of LL.B. In 1881 he 
returned to India. His first appointment was the Head Mas- 
tership of a European School-—the Breek’s Memortal ffigh 
School, Ootacamund, and in 1883 he was offered an appoint- 
ment under Government in the Rajahmundry College. In 
1882 Mr. Sathianadhan married the youngest daughter of 
the late Rev. Haripant Khisty Krupabai—the well-known 
authoress. ‘The marriage was greatly blessed by God, and 
after eleven years of happy life, Krupabai passed away 
leaving behind her in spite of her delicate health and constant 
illness, two precious monuments of her unique talent and 
high spiritual and moral character, vzz., her Indian novels 
Saguna and Kamala, Mr. Sathianadan’s career as an 
educationist has been a very successful one. After serving as 
lecturer in Philosophy in the Rajahmundry and Kombaconum 
Colleges, he was appointed by Mr. H. B. Grigg, the 
Director of Public Instruction, as his Personal Assistant. 
While holding this place he acted as Professor of Logic and 
Moral Philosophy in the Presidency College, Madras, during 
the absence of Dr, Duncan on other duty, and when this 
officer was permanently posted as Director of Public Instruc- 
tion, Mr, Satthianadan succeeded him in the chair of Philo- 
sophy in the Presidency College, an appointment which 
had never before been held by a Native. Professor Satthi- 
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anadan is the author of several works, among which may 
be mentioned his “ Four Years in an English University,” a 
book descriptive of Cambridge Student Life, which has gone 
through two editions, ‘* England and India,’ ‘“ History of 
Education in the Madras Presidency,” “ A Holiday Trip te 
Europeand America,’ “Missionary Workin India,’ In 1896, 
Prof. Satthianadan proceeded a second time to England, 
and took the opportunity of visiting America and some of 
the European Countries. In 1898, he married for the second 
time, Miss Kamala Ratnum Krishnamah, the eldest daughter 
of Mr. O. S. R. Krishnamah, and the first lady graduate of the 
Madras University, In conjunction with this accomplished 
lady he has brought out a volume of stories entitled “ Stories 
of Indian Christian Life.” Professor Satthianadan has taken 
a leading part in all public movements connected with Indian 
Christianity. He is the Secretary of the Madras Native 
Christian Association, President of the Madras Native Chris- 
tian Provident Fund,—two of the most important Indian 
Christian organizations, and Vice-President of the Madras 
Young Men’s Christian Association. 


The Rev. ¥. Lazarus, B.A., Missionary of the Danish 
Missionary Society, Madras. Born 25th August 1849, passed 
Matriculation in 1865. First Class Greek, Hebrew, Theology; 
First Prize F.A. in 1870, 2nd in 1st Class B.A. 1874. Served 
for 15 years, as Teacher and Vice-Principal, L. M. Institution, 
Madras; appointed Missionary of the Danish Mission in 1881, 
Started education in Ponnerei Taluq, a backward locality, 
in 1890. He has started 8 boys’ and girls’ schools. He 
took an active part in starting the Madras Native Christian 
Association, and was its Secretary for the first 3 years. 
Started the “Christian Patriot,’ and also an Association at 
Elephant Gate for the moral and intellectual welfare of the 
educated classes by means of lectures, &c.; started popular 
lectures for Hindu women on household and familiar subs 
jects. Editor of the “ Messenger of Truth,’ a popular 
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Anglo-Tamil monthly started by himself. Circulation above 
4,000 copies. He is the only Indian member of the Tamil 
Revision Committee of the Madras Bible Society; member 
of the Tamil Sub-Committee of the M. R. T- Society since 
1876; member of the Tamil Sub-Committee of the Christian 
Literature Society since 1886, and its consulting Tamil 
Editor; Member of the Madras School Book and Literature 
Society ; Government Text Book Committee ; member of 
the Taluq Board of Triveller and District Board of 
Chingleput. He is the author of the following works :— 
“English Translation of the Nannul,” ‘Tamil Grammar,” 
** Matriculation Nannul,”’ ‘Edition of Kural with complete 
Translation,” ‘Biblical and Theological Dictionary,” ‘‘Dic- 
tionary of Tamil Proverbs,’ several essays and papers, as 
“Privileges and Responsibilities of Native Christians,” 
“Mr. Gladstone,”’ “ The Tamil Alphabet,” ‘ University Ex- 
tension in relation to Popular Education,’ ‘Moral Tone of

Head-quarters of a new sect of Christians, styling them- 
selves “ Hindu Christians,” founded by Mr. A. N. Suttum- 
pillai, alzas Mr. S. A. Nayaganadan, who in 1850 separated 
from the S, P.G. Church at Nazareth, Tinnevelly, South 
India. 

The present numerical strength of the sect is as follows :— 
The original Church at Pirakacapuram, built in 1858, and 
rebuilt in 1873, has about 200 souls for worshippers. The 
Church at Oyyangutiyruppu, built in 1860 and rebuilt in 
1876, has about 50 souls. The Church at Kullatukkuti 
built in 1867 and rebuilt in 1888, has 70 members, The 
Church at Mukkuppiri, built in 1886, has about 100 wor- 
shippers. All of these are self-supporting and are main- 
tained by tithes and other offerings. 

The sect is called by various names such as “ Indu- 
kakalutaya Eka Iratchaka, Cangam,” ‘*The Hindu Church 
of the Only Saviour,’ “ The Hindu Church of the Lord 
Jesus, ’’ &c., 

PRINCIPAL TENETS OF THIS SECT. 

The Hindu Christians take for authority only 60 
books of the Bible, namely, 39 books of the modern Hebrew 
Testament, First Book of the Maccabees and 20 books 
of the Greek Testament. They believe in God’s occa- 
sionally descending invisibly among His true worshippers 
to accept the sweet savour of their oblations. They 
observe strictly their weekly Sabbath from 3 p. m. of Friday 
to the same hour of Saturday. They keep every new moon 
in the year asa public solemn day of convocation unto the 
Lord. ‘Their three annual festivals are ‘* Immunity ” 
(Pascha), “ Harvest,’ and “ Ingathering.” Every Sabbath 
or Festival has its preparation day. Baptism is admin- 
istered only to adults. The custom of priest’s officiating 
in funeral ceremonies is not allowed. Marriages are 
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celebrated according to Hindu customs, avoiding all 
idolatrous practices. Remarriage of divorced females and 
the remarriage of widows (except that of the childless one 
to her husband’s brother) are strictly prohibited. They 
observe various purificatory laws, as bathing before church ° 
services, washing the floor of the temple, lamps, &c. 
Persons who do not belong to this sect are not allowed 
on Sabbaths to enter the Church building beyond the marked 
limit. Jubilee and Sabbatical years are observed, when the 
fields are not tilled, &c. 


Mr. S. A. Nayak Natar, born 1824. Founder of the 
‘Hindu Christian Religion,’ otherwise’ called the 
‘Hindu Church of the Lord Jesus.”? Converted in 
1843; joined the Church of England. Studied Hebrew, 
Greek, Sanskrit, English, Tamil, &c. Attended the 
Sawyerpuram Missionary Institution under the Rev. 
G. U. Pope, M.A., D.D. (now Professor in the 
Indian Institute, Oxford), as a Theological student, but in 
June 1850, not approving of what some Christians did and 
believed, he severed his connection with the 8. P. G, Mission, 
and after seven years’ disputes and sufferings preached to 
his relatives and others the system of Christianity as then 
inculcated in his mind, and formed in 1857 his new form of 
creed and Church establishment at Pirakacapuram. At the 
time of its greatest numbers the sect counted 6,500 people. 
He is the author of the following books :—“ Attaikala- 
nakaram” (City of Refuge), 1865; ‘‘ Palaya-tyatteke” (Old 
Testament), 1870; “ Teijvacopaiyalukai”’ (Church Govern- 
ment), 1865; ‘ Peijvacapaikkalam” (Church Times), 1870;

THE REFORMED. PRESBYTERIAN. PRESBYTERY 
OF INDIA. 


The establishment of this Indian Presbytery was-commenc-. 
ed by a General Synod of the Reformed Presbyterian Church. 
in the United States of America in the appointment and 
sending out of the Rev. George W..Scott, the first Indian 
Christian Missionary, to India in. 1883. 

Tn 1889 he was followed by his brother the Rev. Charles 
G. Scott, M.D., as a Medical Missionary. These two 
brothers opened work in the N.—W. Provinces and the 
Punjab. The cause of the Mission. was further strengthened 
by the ordination of Rev. Albert N. Scott, their younger 
brother. These three brothers are the sons. of the late Rev. 
G. W. Scott, of the American United Presbyterian: Mission, 
Sialkot, Punjab. He was a convert from Hinduism. He 
carried the Bible first to. Cabul in 1851 at the hazard of his 
life. 

The Reformed Presbyterian Mission now in India isa 
unique event in the History of Missions. Its distinguishing 
feature consists in its being entrusted to and_ con- 
ducted by Indian Christian Agents only, and in subordi- 
nation to the R. P. Board of Foreign Missions 
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in North America. It was the means of causing the Rev. 
G. L. Thakur Dass to resign the American U.P. Mission 
and join the R. P. Mission in 1895. Several others 
from different Missions are willing and anxious toa 
join, but are simply kept back for want of funds. 
The Rev. Hira Singh Puri, formerly of the London Mission, 
has been, however, recently appointed as a Missionary 
by the R. P. Board. 

The work of this Mission extends over the N.-W. Pro- 
vinces and the Punjab. 


The Rev. G. W, Scott, Missionary, Roorkee, born in 
December 1857 at Sialkot, Panjab, was sent to America in 
1864, and educated at Westminster College, and studied 
Theology at the U. P. Seminary, Allighany. Was licensed 
to preach, April 1880, by the Chartiers Presbytery, 
ordained by the Brookville Presbytery, April 1882. Was 
appointed by the R.P. General Synod Missionary to 
India, May 1883. After visiting the different congregations 
in America, Canada, &c., he sailed for India at the 
end of the same year. On arriving in India he commenced 
his labours at Roorkee, in 1884. Returned to America 
in April 1897 ; visited the American and Irish Churches, was 
elected Moderator of the General Synod, May 1898, and 
was recommended for the degree of D. D. by the same 
Synod, and came back to India. 

The Rev, Charles G. Scott, M.D., received his early 
education in India and most of his knowledge of the 
Western languages in America, He _ studied in the 
Theological Seminary of the R. P. Church in Philadelphia, 
and was licensed by the R, P. Presbytery of Philadelphia 
on the 4th of May 1886. He prosecuted his medical 
studies in the University of Pensylvania, from which he 
graduated in 1889, and received the degree of M.D. He 
was ordained 2nd May 1889, and was appointed in the same 
year a Medical Missionary to Patiala by the General Synod. 
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He arrived in India in 1890, and began work in Patiala.* He 
isa Professor of the R. P. Seminary at Patiala, and in 
charge of a Medical Mission Dispensary. 

He is the author of ‘‘ A Brief History of the R. P. Church” 
in English, and “ Prin ciples of the R. P. Church ” in Urdu. 

The Rev. A. N. Scott worked for several years as a 
Catechist in the Mission at Roorkee; was elected a ruling 
elder in 1886, and licentiate in 1892. He was recommend- 
ed and ordained minister in 1895, and was transferred to 
Muzaffernagar. 

The Rev. Narayan Dass was baptized at Rawalpindi in 
in 1870; received his early education ina Mission School 
till he became a leader himself in the same school. He left 
Rawalpindi for Dehra Dun, and was employed in the 
Christian Girls’ Boarding School, as a Persian teacher in 
1872, and taught there till about 1892, under the superin- 
tendence of the Rev. D. Herron. During this time the first 
Indian Christian girls were educated in this school up to the 
Entrance Standard, and passed their Entrance examination 
successfully. Some of them are in high positions in Calcutta 
and elsewhere. . He was elected a ruling elder of the 1st R. P. 
Congregation, Dehra Dun, 1883, and served that Congrega- 
tion for about 16 years. Leaving Dehra Dun he went to 
Mhow, and worked there in the Canadian Presbyterian 
Mission for a year, as a preacher and teacher. In 18g0, he 
went up to Chakrata, and worked there in the Mission School 
as the Head Master for four years. Helped the Rev. J, F, 
Ullmann at Dehra in the translation of Popiyatka-Ahwal 
in Hindi and Roman Urdu. He joinedthe R. P. Congrega- 
tion of Roorkee in 1893, was employed in the Mission as a 
Head Master of the Orphan Boys’ Boarding School, recog- 
nized by the Session as a ruling elder. Licensed in 1895 
by the Presbytery of India. He was ordained and installed 
pastor of the Roorkee R. P. Congregation on Nov, 1896. 
He is the clerk of the Presbytery.

NETUR, TELLICHERRY (IN MALABAR). 
Established in 1884. 

Registered under the Indian Companies Act. 


This fund was established in 1884, by a few Christians 
of the Basel German Evangelical Mission in Cannanore and 
Tellicherry, for the benefit of those Christians.who are too 
poor to avail themselves of existing Life Assurance Companies 
for making provision for their poor families. Although 
founded and managed by the Basel Mission Christians, 
it is quite undenominational, and was, from the very 
commencement, open to Syrian and Roman _ Catholic 
Christians, a good number of whom are its subscribers. 
Christian males and females, between 18 and 50 years of 
age, are eligible for admission, on production of satisfactory 
health certificates. Recently the fund has been thrown 
open to non-Christian males as well, up toa maximum of 
50 per cent, of Christian subscribers. 


The Fund has many subscribers in Malabar, South 
Canara, Cochin, and Travancore. There area few from 
Coorg, Mysore, Coimbatore, Nellore, Madras, Hyderabad, 
parts of the Bombay Presidency, Burmah and Ceylon. 
The total number of subscribers the Fund has had during 
these 15 years is 1,028, of whom 144 died and 314 either 
withdrew or were dismissed for default, and the present 
subscribers number 570. 


The large number of withdrawals and dismissals was due 
to a panic caused a few years ago by the collapse of a similar 
fund in Travancore. 


The aggregate bonus paid to the nominees of deceased 
subscribers from the commencement, is Ks. 75,968-14-6 ; 
the minimum, the maximum and the average being Rs. 180, 
Rs. 708, and Rs. 527-8-11 respectively. Many a poor family 
has thus been benefitted by this fund. | 
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The average death-rate has up to this been less than 10 
per year. . 

The assets of the Fund now amount to Rs. 9,000 nearly, 
of which Rs. 8,500 are withthe General Agent and Treasurer 
of the Basel Mission in India, who is the Treasurer of the 
Fund, The Fund has also an office-building of its own.
